PRINCIPLES OF CENTRAL COMMITTEE THIRD PLENUM EXPLAINED 
Shanghai WEN HUI BAO in Chinese 28 Jan 81 p 1 


[Article by WEN HUI BAO commentator: ‘Uphold the Principles of the Third 
Plenum, Carry Out the Great Decisions of the Central Committee") 


[Text] Sinee the pronouncement of the important principles by the work con- 
ference convened last December by the party Central Committee calling for a 
further step to achieve economic readjustment and political stability, the ca- 
dres and masses of Shanghai, like those in the rest of the country, have demon- 
atrated a high degree of political enthusiasm and concern about the affairs of 
the party and the state in their conscientious studies and heated discussions. 
These studies make evervbody realize that the great decisions of the Central 
Committee are the only correct principles governing the current economic and 
political development of our country. The realization of these principles will 
lead to more favorable conditions to overcome the difficulties confronting us 
and enable us to stand firmly and proceed steadfastly to achieve the grand pro- 
gram of the four modernizations. 


During the studies and discus‘ ons, some comrades have raised the question: 

Does the latest decision of the party Central Committee mean to change the prin- 
ciples and policies of the Third Plenum? We believe a satisfactory answer to 
this question calle for in-depth discussions because it has great bearing on 
whether the Central Committee decision is fully understood so as to form an 
ideological consensus in support of the principles formulated at the party Cen- 
tral Committee work conference which in fact represent the consistent policy of 
the party since the Third Plenum. Now let us review the spirit of the documents 
of the Third Plenum, go over what has actually been done since the Third Plenum 
and examine the latest important decisions of the Central Committee to see if 
they aeree full with the orinciples and policies of the Third Plenum or repre 
sent a change. 


i. We all knew the Third Plenum of the lith Party Central Committee convened at 
the end of 1978 is an important meeting in the history of our party. Its most 
outstanding achievement was to revive the basic principles, viewpoints and 
approaches of Marxiem-Leninism-Mao Zedong thought and to provide a general 
guiding principle based on liberation of thinking, using brain power to seek 
truth from actual facts and looking ahead in unison or, in other words, the 
rectification of the leftist errors and starting from reality. The Third Plenum 











was Fesponsible for the Fourth Plenum and the Fifth Plenum, which enabled our 
party to reaffirm the Marxiat political, ideological and organizational lines. 
‘ve spectacular changes and progress and the outstanding achievements of all 
sectors of our country in the past 2 veare are the reault of the implementa- 
tion of the line and principles ef the Third Plenum, The mistakes which 
occurred during work and the failure of certain localities and sectors to 
achieve satisfactory changes are due to ineffective implementation and viola- 
tion of the line and principles of the Third Plenum, These become obvious when 
we observe real-life situations coolly and objectively. 


Based on the principle of seeking truth from actual facta, the Third Plenum 

made the important policy decision to shift the priority of party work to social- 
ist modernization, To realize thie historic shift in order to make the 

rational economy proceed steadfastly forward, the report of the Third Plenum 
pointe out clearly that we must “maintain the necessary » cial and political 
stability and act according to objective economic law." The same report also 
reminds the whole party and the people of the whole country “to keep in mind that 
due to the prolonged disruption by Lin Biao and the ‘gang of four,’ the national 
economy ie still beset by many problems. Certain serious imbalances still re- 
main. The confusion in production, construction, circulation and distribution 
have yet to be rectified. A series of problems concerning the Livelihood of 

both the urban and the rural population built up over the years are still await- 
ing solutions. These problems must be resolved step by step in the coming years 
80 as to achieve an overall balance.” 


This shows clearly that the guiding ideology of the national economy was form- 
lated by the Third Plenum. It was under the guidance of the line and principles 
of the Third Plenum that the priority of party work was shifted and that the 
principles of “readjustment, reform, reorganization and improvement" were put 
forward in April 1979. Tt was under the guidance of the line and principles of 
the Third Plenum that a series of effective economic policies and measures were 
adopted to treat the serious damages inflicted by 109 years of calamity and save 
the national economy from collapse. The real problem arose from the fact that 
many comrades who at that time had not broken away completely from the shackles 
of the leftist line and ideology did not see clearly the serious disruption of 


the balance which had existed in our economy for a long time and did not essess 
accutately the damage done to the national economy by 10 years of the "Great 
Cultural Revolution.” Moreover, in the first couple of years after the over- 


throw of the "gang of four,” due to lack of clear amd accurate understanding of 
the conditions in the country and the urge to achieve quick results, they did 
not understand thoroughlv the principles of economic readjustment put forward 

by the Third Plenum and by the Central Committee afterward. Nor did they endea- 
vor seriously to carry them out. As a result, the nation faced a crisis of im- 
balance in finance, in credit, in natural resources, and in foreign exchange 
receipts and disbursement. To put an end to financial deficit, oversupply of 
paper money and rising prices, as well as to uproot the potential dangers due 

to disruption of the balance, the Central Committee resolutely put forward the 
principle of further readjustment of the economy. Aren't these the continuation 
and development of the line and principles of the Third Plenum? Didn't these 
reinforce the implementation of the guiding ideology based on seeking truth from 








actual facts aimed at rectifying the leftiat errors’ How could these be 
called changes’ If changes were called for, we would have to change those 
shortcomings in our work which are against the spirit of the Third Plenum and 
get rid of those high quotas which resulted from unrealistic thinking and 
subjectiam, These are what the line of the Third plenum expects us to accom 
plish accordingly. 


“Take a further step to bring about a political situation of stability and 
solidarity.” This is a solemn call from the Third Plenum to the whole party, 

all the armed torces and all the nationalities of the whole country. To real- 
ize political stability and work wholeheartedly for the four modernizations, 

the plenum, after analyzing scientifically the class relations within the coun- 
try, put forward a call to develop socialist democracy, to improve the social- 
int legal system and to strengthen the dictatorship of the proletariat. The 
analysis of the relationship between democracy and centralization, democracy and 
te legal system, and democracy and dictatorship is complete and dialectical. 
Referring to the relationship between democracy and centralization, the plenum 
report points out: ‘Socialist mojernization requires centralized unitary lead- 
ership and strict enforcement of various rules, regulations and labor discipline. 
Capitalist factionalism and anarchism must be resolutely opposed. But there 

must be adequate democracy to achieve the right kind of centralization. During 

a period in the past when democratic centraliem was not really carried out, 
democracy declined because there was only centraliem and no democracy. At the 
present stage, it is especially necessary to stress democracy and emphasize the 
dialectical unity of democracy and centralization so as to place the unitary 
leadership of the party and effective command over various production organr on 
a mass-line foundation.” As for the relationship between democracy and the legal 
system, the plenum report points out: "To safeguard the people's democracy, the 
socialist legal system must be strengthened so as to institutionalize and legal- 
ize democracy and to insure the stability, continuity and authority of this 
institution and the law. Insure that everyone acts in accordance with the law, 
obevs the law, that the law is strictly enforced and violations of the law are 
duly punished.” Referring to the relationship between democracy and dictator- 
ship, the plenum report says: “Since a small number of counterrevolut ionaries 
and criminals who are hostile to and undermine the socialist modernizations 

still exist in our country, our struggle against them must be unrelenting and 

the proletarian dictatorship must be strengthened.” The actual practice of the 
past 2 vears or so shows clearly that the correct handling of the dialectical 
relationship between democracy and centralization, democracy and the legal system, 
democracy and dictatorship according to the guiding principles of the Third Plenum 
has made it possible for stability, solidarity and a lively political situation 
to be consolidated and developed. The present political and economic situation, 
the best since the founding of the People's Republic, is due to the realization 
of the line and principles of the Third Plenum. This also shows that stability 
and solidarity, unlike a body of stagnant water. have been consolidated and 
developed during the struggle against the factors of instability. These factors 
of instability include among other things the activities of the counterrevolution- 
aries, counterattacks by the remnants of Lin Biao and the “gang of four,” disrup- 
tions by those witting exploiters of disorders, the revival of the old ways of 
the remnants of the exploiting class, and evils done by the capitalists due to 
their decadent ideology and stvle. With the two kinds of contradictions entwined 











in one, Class struggle still exists even though there are no longer any princi- 
pal contradictions in our society, If these various factora of instability 

verte Allowed to develop and join together without being decisively and separately 
dealt with, they would be a great threat to stability and solidarity, obstruct 
the readjustment of the national economy and affect the grand projects of the 
four modernizations, 


Some comrades are worried about whether this might arrest the development of 
democracy. We say this favors the development of socialist democracy rather 
than arresting it. To develop socialist democracy is the firm and unshakable 
fundamental principle of the Third Plenum, The people will never forget the 
tragic lesson they learned from those 10 years of calamity. But how could such 
a Historical tragedy occur in socialist China? How could a small bunch of 
wicked adventurists push a nation of 900 million people to the brink of disas- 
ter? Why didn't the millions of party members and people who knew the perverse 
acts of Lin Biao and the ‘gang of four" rise up during these years to resist and 
oppose them? One of the basic reasons is that the democratic centralism of the 
party and the state had been so seriously undermined that the people no longer 
had any democratic rights. One of the greatest achievements of the Third Plenum 
was to revive the democratic tradition of the party and raise democratic central- 
iam toe the height of a fundamental socialist state institution. The party is 
resolved to lead and assist the people to take charge of the affairs of the state. 
So there is no room for doubt and wavering in developing socialist democracy. 
fhe only improvement needed is to improve on the democratic system. We need to 
enact a system of laws, regulations and rules to institutionalize and legalize 
democracy and protect the democratic rights of the people. The lesson of those 
10 vears of the “Great Cultural Revolution" and the spectacular achievement 
since the Third Plenum have convinced people that socialist democracy and the 
socialist legal svstem are inseparable. Socialist democracy and a rational 
system of discipline are mutually reinforcing and not antagonistic. Democracy 
without the socialist legal system, discipline and order is definitely not 
socialist democracy. We must oppose all undisciplined, anarchic and law- 
breaking phenomena and struggle against all destructive forces according to the 
principles of the socialist legal system. As long as we are determined to carry 
out the Line, principles and policies of the Third Plenum, the stability and 
solidarity which the people need and thirst for will undoubtedly be further re- 
inforced, and the ensuing favorable social and political conditions for economic 
readjustment will bring about further improvement and development of the people's 
democracy. 


A review of the documents of the Third Plenum and the practice of the past 2 years 
or so leads to the conclusion that the decision of the Central Committee to seek 
further economic readjustments and greater political stability is meant not so 
much to introduce changes as to uphold the line and basic principles of the Third 
Plenum and to continue and develop its principles and policies. 


2. In that case, hasn't there been any change at all? That is not the case 
either. <Any develonment is itself a form of change and we must not look at 
things froma static point of view. The principles and policies of the Third 
Pienum, Like everything else, are substantiated, enriched, improved and developed 
as they are implemented. 

















Firat of all, their development took place as various obstructions were being 
removed, In the past 2 years or so, we have run into obstructions due to two 
"loyalist doctrinaire approaches and the ideological trend toward liberaliza- 
tion, which often work together in opposition to the principles of the Third 
Plenum, We also encountered the destructive activities of those hostile ex- 
plotters of public disorder. The drive to remove both the leftist and right- 
ist obstructions and the struggle against various destructive factors have 
reaffirmed the correctness of the principles of the Third Plenum just as actual 
practice enriches and develops the specifics of these principles. When a speci- 
fic obstruction dominates a real-life situation, the work priorities should be 
re-ordered accordingly. For instance. today, as we strive to overcome the left: 
ist trends and influence in the light of actual conditions, it is necessary and 
logical to rectify other noticeable erroneous trends, This means seeking truth 
from facts and acting realistically, rather than changing the basic policy of 
the Third Plenum, 


Second, when the objective conditions change and develop, all policies must be 
readjusted and replenished accordingly. For inetance, the decision of the Third 
Plenum on agricultural development has proven effective in practice. This, 
however, does not mean that such an effective policy does not need any further 
development or replenishment. Having in mind the progress already achieved, last 
year the party Central Committee and the State Council introduced various re- 
sponsibility systems to help agricultural production grow steadily. it is not 
too difficult to foresee that when new situations and problems arise during im- 
plementation of the documents of the Third Plenum on agriculture and all the 
basic and specific policies which have emerged successfully since then, there 
will have to be readjustment and replenishment accordingly. The readjustment 
and replenishment of epecific policies in accordance with the principles of the 
Third Plenum should not be taken as changes in its basic principles and policies. 
Again, in response to the decision of the Third Plenum to modify extreme central- 
ization of power in our economic management structure, we have introduced experi- 
mental reforms to our economic structure and management systems and have achieved 
satisfactory results. Now, we are going to consolidate these achievements, sum 
up our experience, and analyze and resolve the new problems brought about by the 
reforms. As we strive to rectify the disrupted balances in the national economy 
and overcome potential dangers in the days to come, e emphasis will be placed 
on readjustment. All the reforms should come after eadjustment, facilitating 
instead of blocking the readjustment. Such being the case, the pace of reform 
should slow down a little, but this does not mean a change in direction. 





Third, to correct mistakes in work, specific policies and measures have to be 
changed, but they should not be regarded as a change of direction. The commun- 
ists are neither sages nor saints, and their concepts are bound to evolve when 
things change. Take the current readjustment, for example. The new faults in 
economic work during the first 2 years after the overthrow of the "gang of four" 
are due to the fact that many of our comrades did not shake off completely the 
shackles of the leftist ideology, did not assess accurately the serious conse- 
quences brought about by those 10 years of calamity, and failed to see clearly 
the conditions of the country. Now, since we have found out what the problems 
are, they are resolved to make room for further readjustments in order to lead 














the economic work away from the leftist influence to a new road of economic 
development, This does not change, but upholds the general guiding principles 
of the Third Plenum, 


}, Today, there are those among the masses as well as comrades who really 
support the correct line, principles and policies of the party but who wonder 
when the policies will change again. In view of many years of bitter experience, 
this fear of relapses and torment is understandable. Certain transient mis- 
understanding of the principles, policies and measures of the party are unavoid- 
able. The allegation of change in policy is a matter of comprehension, especially 
the influence of the metaphysical way of thinking, their reliance on past exper- 
lence in assessing problems, or their lack of understanding of the overall situa- 
tion. This fear will disappear if they study seriously and understand thoroughly 
the spirit of the party's documents and know how to analyze and handle problems 
in actual practice. 


However, we Must pay attention to a small number of people who also allege they 
notice "changes." These people, who have not yet shaken off their leftist bonds 
or might still miss those erroneous things of the past, do have serious misgiv~ 
ings about the correct principles and policies of the Third Plenum. For instance, 
they often ask: Does a shift in work priority to the four modernizations mean 
abandoning the class struggle? Is it true that the leftist line is responsible 
for distortion of the balance in the national economy? Does the emphasis on 
democracy in recent years mean abandoning centralism and dictatorship. Does 

the emphasis on acting according to economic laws imply that politics is no longer 
in command? In the past 2 years since the Third Plenum, these people have been 
watching and waiting, occasionally complaining or even blaming the principles 
and policies of the Third Plenum. We might say this means they have not studied 
seriously the documents of the Third Plenum, nor have they thoroughly understood 
its spirit. But the basic reason is that they are still held back by the leftist 
ideology. Since they have been skeptical about the principles and policies of 
the Third Plenum, they always go with the wind like reeds atop a wall. The 
moment they get wind of anything, they pull back, believing the pending ‘change’ 
will bring back the old ways. Even though the basic principles of the Third 
Plenum of the llth Party Congress remain unchanged, they still claim: ‘You see, 
I said long ago that this wouldn't work. Hasn't it changed now?" Appearing 
"self-righteous,’ thev act as if thev were wiser than everyone else. But we 
hope they will study seriously the documents of the party since the Third Plenum 
and examine the foer--eaching and unprecedented political and economic changes in 
the country since the Third Plenum, then go over all the measures, including the 
latest move to achieve further economic readjustments and greater political sta- 
bility, which the party has carried out since the Third Plenum. As long as they 
do not shun actual facts and are eager to study, their ideological shortcomings 
are easy to overcome, and they will no longer believe "changes" are taking place. 





What we must watch closely is that there are some who spread the word that cer- 
tain party policies have ‘changed."' This is not a matter of understanding. They 
have ulterior motives and want to exploit the confusion they deliberately created. 
As mentioned above, for more than 2 years the correct principles and policies of 
the Third Plenum have encountered both leftist and rightist obstructions, some 








of which are launched deliberately by counterrevolutionaries, For instance, 
there are people who think wishfully to employ the metho s used in the ‘Great 
Cultural Revolution” to stir up disturbances, while othe ; even clamor for a 
second "Great Cultural Revolution.” <A very small number of vicious ring- 
leaders operating under the flag of "democracy" actually run unlawful organiza- 
tions and publications to publicize antiparty and antisocialist opinions. Some 
of them are the remnants of Lin Biao and the ‘gang of four.’ Theve are also 
criminals who try to fish in troubled waters. They are murderers, robbers, 
thieves. arsonists and rapists who disturb social order and obstruct the four 
modernizations. Today, as we seek greater political stability, we need stern 
dictatorial measures to deal with these people. Consequently, certain hostile 
elements allege that the party policy has "changed" in order to mislead the 
public for their own advantage. Our state is a socialist people's dictatorship 
or proletarian dictatorship and it has always been dictatorial and merciless 
toward counterrevolutionary and criminal activities. If the "changes" alleged 
by these hostile counterrevolutionary elements were intended to place them under 
tighter dictatorial control, then the "changes" were proper and necessary. Many 
years of experience tells us that if the antiparty, antisocialist and criminal 
activities were not put down, it would be impossible to achieve political sta- 
bility and sodiidarity, without which both economic readjustment and the four 
modernizacions would surely go up in smoke. It is therefore in the interest 

of the people and the four modernizations to crac’ down on the destructive 
activities of these hostile elements in accordance with legal procedures. If 
this were not done, we would not be able to realize the four modernizations, and 
that is against the basic interests of the people of the whole country. 


All our revolutionary comrades must be clear-headed, neither falling for this 
kind of rumor nor relenting in the pursuit of resolute struggle against these 
antiparty and antisocialist opinions and destructive activities, as well as 
opinions and activities in violation of the basic principles and policies of 

the party Central Committee. As long as all our revolutionary comrades work 
wholeheartedly with the party Central Committee, remain united and act according 
to its command, we will undoubtedly overcome all obstacles, victoriously accom- 
plish our missions, including additional readjustment of the economy, and lead 
China on the road toward modernization.

"READJUSTING' RELATIONSHIP BETWEEN LEADERS, MASSES URGED

[Text] Someone outside the party has sincerely given advice to our party organi- 
zation--that to accomplish the heavy and arduous tas!. of economic readjustment, 

we should also urgently effect a "readjustment" in the relations between the party 
and the masses. This advice is sincere and also to the point. Truly, whether we 
are talking about doing a good job of ensuring a comprehensive balance in economic 
readjustment or about carrying out political-ideological work to convince the 
masses, the leadership at all levels is confronted with the problem of improving 
their working methods and leadership styles. By "improving," we mean readjust ing 
the relationship between the leaders and the led. 


Let's just speak about the problem of strengthening and improving ideological and 
political work. Many comrades have said that this problem is indeed very important 
but that it is too difficult to tackle. Why is it so difficult? This is 
inseparable from the fact that some comrades have incorrect guiding thoughts, 
attitudes and methods for doing ideological-political work; that is to say, there 
is room for improvement and readjustment. For instance, in the past we alwavs said 
that "the masses should open their hearts to the party," and "members of the 

party and the Youth League should open their hearts to their organizations." Un- 
doubtedly, th’s is correct. However, some comrades began to have the wrong idea, 
thinking that the relationship between the leaders and the led is simply a relation- 
ship between teaching and being taught, between indoctrinating and being in- 
doctrinated, between enlightening and being enlightened, and even between giving 
orders and obeying orders. In fact, however, among our revolutionary ranks the 
relationship between the leaders and the led is first of all a comradeship of 
equality, of teaching each other, and of opening our hearts to each other. If the 
comrades who undertake the work of leadership fail to place this relationship in 
its proper position in their guiding thoughts, and refuse to readjust certain in- 
correct things, then this will be mirrored in their attitudes and working methods. 
Unavoidably they will assure airs as persons who are teaching others, will sit 
there waiting for the masses to come over and open their hearts to them, and will 
overlook the fact that they should also open their hearts to the masses. How can 
these comrades win the hearts of the masses in doing ideological-political work? 

















At present, in order to effectively strengthen and improve ideological=political 
work, it is especially necessary to advocate sincerely laying our hearts bare 

and opening our hearts to each other, Due to complex historical reasons and also 
to mistakes in work, at present there still are hidden dangers under the very fine 
situation, Precisely in order to correct this problem and ensure the smooth 
progress of the four modernizations, the Party Central Committee put forth the 
policy of making further readjustments in economy and politically achieving fur- 
ther stability, Of course, many people thought that 6 .ce the "gang of four" 

was emashed more than 4 years ago, all problems sihiould have been solved by now 
and the development of production and improvements in living should make quicker 
and quicker steps, Once they heard about the readjustments to be made, and a 
retreat to be made adequately, apparently they were not well prepared in their 
minds, Some people could not help feeling somewhat sore and downcast because 

the econoaic readjustments directly affected their personal interests, This shows 
that to make the broad masses understand and accept the Party Central Committee's 
important policies and, together with the party and the government, consciously 
overcome difficulties, it will be necessary for the leadership at all levels to 
carry out arduous and meticulous ideological-political work. By means of educa- 
tion, they should explain the true reasons to the people and convince them, They 
should do more than make long speeches and drag on with empty talk. They should 
show sincerity to the people, open their hearts to each other, and achieve harmony 
in each other's thinking and feeling. We believe that when our leadership at all 
levels sincerely and truthfully pute all the cards on the table and opens their 
hearts to the people on such problems as the difficulties and the hidden dangers 
that confront our national economy at present, the true situation concerning the 
course of readjustment, and the consequences if the people refuse to make readjust- 
ments, they certainly can gain the understanding and forgiveness of the great 
majority of people, so that there will be still gore common language and common 
action among us on the issue of readjustmente. 


We should carefully readjust relations between the leaders and the led and advocate 
sincerely opening our hearts to the people. Not only will thie make our ideological- 
political work more effective, but it is necessary if we are to restore and carry 

on our fine tradition and style. At present there is an abnormal situation--that 
is, “speak the oficial language at a meeting, speak cliches on duty. and speak the 
truth at home.” This is quite similar to the philosophy of life in the old 

society, which said: “Speak only a small part of the truth to anybody who happens 
to come your way, but do not bare your heart completely." Why do people not dare 

to speak from the bottom of their heart at meetings and in offices? It is because 
they still have not vet freed themselves from the mentality of guarding against 

one another, which was brought about by people attacking one another during the 10 
years of catastrophe! To restore regular and healthy activities within the party 
and to reestablish intimate relations among our revolutionary comrades, it will also 
be necessary for the leadership at all levels to take the lead in holding heart-to- 
heart talks with the people, open their hearts to them, and speak from the bottom 

of their hearts by seeking truth from facts. If many of our comrades can do so by 
earnestly practicing what they advocate, then there will be better unity of thinking 
and understanding, the economic readjustment will be more successful, and the re- 
lationship between the leading and the led will also be greatly improved. An 
entirely new situation will emerge.

With 
unit leaders emphasizing and firmly grasping the task a study system has been 
established and study time guaranteed. Seriously studying the spirit of the 
documents and enlightening their thoughts as well as voicing their opinions, they 
have solved some initial problems on ideological understanding.

In your Letter you ask why ideological-political work, which is now being stressed 
everywhere, is given such great importance at present, Your question is a good one, 
it is of realistic significance to gain a clear understanding of this question. 


Doing ideological-political work and working with individuals is consistently 
promoted and is a fine tradition c* our party. Stressing ideological-political work 
is especially significant and particularly useful at present. We are confronted with 
the major task of carrying out further economic readjustment and achieving political 
stability and unity so as to create conditions for building our country with greater 
certainty into a powerful socialist country modernized in four aspects. Success in 
ideological work will undoubtedly aid the smooth progress of readjustment and the 
steady development of a political situation marked by unity and stability. 


Feonomic readjustment is a formidable, complicated task. It affects all] aspects of 
the economy and involves all links of production, distribution, exchange and consumption, 
bearing on the interests of the state, the collective and of the individual, 
Influenced by the leftist line and the pernicious influence of leftist thinking, 
some people may not understand the party's policy of further readjustment and may 
even doubt and resist it. Some people, who underestimate the changes arising from 
the readjustment and cannot adapt themselves to such changes, may fail to bring 
their thinking into line with their action. Because some enterprises must be closed 
down, suspended, merged or changed in the process of readjustment, which will more 
or lees affect their work and life, some people may not come around to the idea and 
may become dissatisfied. Some of the problems cropping up in the process of read- 
justment have been brought to light and some may be unexpected. Against this, we 
must keep a clear head. People's mental attitude and ideological line have a direct 
bearing on the progress of economic readjustment and on ite success. Therefore, to 
strengthen ideological-political work in the process of economic readjustment, to 
raise people's level of consciousness and political level from the Marxist stand, 
viewpoint and approach, and to correct the ideological line are important guarantees 
of the anticipated results of economic readjustment. We should adhere to the principle 
that thinking takes the lead, permeate the whole process of readjustment with ideolo- 
gical-political work, and insure that the broad masses of cadres and people think in 
the same terms and act in unison. 
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In the preceding stage, we emphasized the need to act according to economic laws and 
give tangible benefite to the masses, Because of this, some people thought that 
ideologtcal=political work was unimportant, Some departments and units tended to 
belittle ideological=political work, This trend was wrong. To be sure, acting 
according to economic laws and taking care of the material interests of the masses 
are undoubtedly correct, but they cannot take the place of ideological and poli- 
tical work, particularly during a historical period in which the new is replacing 
the old and ideological=political work is of exceptionally momentous significance, 
For instance, discussion of the criterion of truth is propaganda work but actually 
it is also ideological=-poiitical work, Discussion has played an exceedingly 
important part in restructuring our political, economic and organizational systems 
and in scoring conspicuous success on each front over the years, Practice proves 
that ideological-political work must not be belittled, 


The question of ideological-political work reminds one of the way this work was 
catried out during the lO=-year period of calamity, At that time, everything, big or 
little, was frequently elevated to the higher plane of principle and of struggle 

for the line, People doing ideological<political work often considered themselves 
to be educators, They used oversimplified and crude methods and practiced formaliem. 
They not only threw ideological-political work into great confusion but also made it 
ave-inepiring and disgusting. Ideological-political work also involves the question 
of emancipating the mind, which means making the mind conform to reality and which 
means making the mind conform to reality and the subjective conform to the objective, 
It means seeking the truth from facts. For the present, we should guard against two 
erroneous trends that may appear: 1) assuming an oversimplified, rigid and rude 
attitude toward ideological problems among the masses, which frequently sharpens 
contradictions and complicates ideological problems; 2) remaining insensitive to 
erroneous ideological trends or shirking difficulties. People may even feel that 
they are wrong to do ideological-political work, They are not bold and assured in 
carrying it out, We should deepen investigation and study, launch our work with 
consideration for the actual state of mind among the cadres and the masses, and 
convince people by reasoning. 


Party ideological-political work is one of the main means of fulfilling the party's 
political leadership. It is also basic political building. We should exert the 
utmost efforts to do it well, For the present, we should be bold and assured in 
enlightening the masses about the four basic principles and conduct forceful 
criticiem and struggle against any erroneous words and deeds that vilify or oppose 
the four basic principles. We should teach the masses to display revolutionary 
enthusiasm and a death-defying spirit, a spirit of strictly abiding by discipline and 
making self-sacrifices, a epirit of selflessness and of putting the interests of 
others before their own, a spirit of overpowering 411 enemies and all difficulties, 
and adhere to the spirit of showing revolutionary optimism and overcoming all diffi- 
culties to win victory. 


Some people think that ideological-political work is a matter that concerns the 
political departments and that party committees do not have to wind other people's 
business. This way of thinking is not correct, When we say improving the party 
leadership, we mean mainly strengthening ideological-political work. Party com- 
mittees at all levels should as far as possible turn much of their routine admin- 
istrative and vocational work over to the governments and business departments, 
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Along with understanding the guiding principles and policy and deciding on the use 
of important cadres, they should use most of their time and energy to carry out 
ideclogical-political work, If they cannot do so right away, at least they must 
place ideological-political work in a more important position, Otherwise, party 
leadership can neither be improved nor etrengthened,

and he is not able to see problems clearly. It appears that our ancients understood 
very well the importance of forthright thinking! Of course, with respect to the 
rectification of our thinking, different classes have had different understand ing 

and requirements in different times, 


Today, when we say we want to strengthen our ideological and political work, we 
actually mean that we are going to strengthen our work in rectifying people's 
thinking; that is, we gust carry out our work of emancipating people's thinking so 
as to enable people to treat all problems by seeking truth from facts. 


Emancipating our thinking and seeking truth from facts are important constituent 
elements of the principles of the Third Plenum of the Lith Party Central Committee. 
Without emancipating our thinking and seeking truth from facts, it is impossible 

for us to formulate the correct line and the series of principles and policies. 
Similarly, without emancipating our thinking and seeking truth from facts, the 
party's correct line, principles and policies cannot be correctly carried out either.

Among these opinions some are correct, but not a few are also not necessarily 
correct; some even constitute distortions and prejudices in respect to the party's 
principles and policies.

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Central Committee, the party and the state have adopted a series of new economic 
policies, In the countryside, in accordance with pertinent local conditions we have 
carried out various production responsibility systems by which rewards are calculated 
on the basis of quantities of production, Practice has proved that these respon- 
sibility systems have promoted productivity, vitalized our countryside economy, 
increased the income of commune members, and been welcomed by the people, Of 

course, certain probleme also exist in our practice; what is regrettable is that some 
of our comrades sometimes let a single leaf cover their eyes and thus cannot see the 
tremendous changes that have taken place in the countryside, but instead seck tc 
blame alleged attempts at retrogression and polarization, Also, for the sake of 
broadening the avenues for the recruitment of talent and enabling everybody to use 
hie talents, the party Central Committee has paid great attention to selecting fine 
middle-aged and young cadres of both virtue and talent from the ranks of intellectuals 
80 a8 to facilitate the realization of the rejuvenation, professionalization and 
intellectualization of our cadres; this is sorely needed for the fulfillment of our 
four modernizations, But some comrades say that this approach departs from the 
party's clases line, 


What does this illustrate? It illustrates that a petrified and semipetrified state 
of thinking is still hampering the efforts of our certain comrades in achieving a 
correct understanding of, and adherence to, our party's line, principles and policies. 
When they “stay in the fish market long enough, they simply stop smelling anything." 
They have gotten used to the leftist way of doing things and now somehow feel very 
ill-adjusted to the new policies and measures adopted by the party, which are in 
accord with the actual situation and the people's interests. Regarding these com- 
rades, we must carry out penetrating and careful ideological work; this is actually 
also work to help them emancipate their thinking. 


The meaning of emancipating our thinking is very broad, but some comrades have 
understood it in a very narrow sense, as if emancipating our thinking were only 
rushing into certain taboo areas or criticizing “whateverism."”

Beijing opera; driver Wu Bangfei [0702 6721 7378], who safely drove 1,27 million 
kilometers without accident; housing exchanger Huang Jianmin [7806 1696 3046], who 
conscientiously handled more than 1,000 letters from residents in 3 months; party 
committee secretary of the Putuo District Auxiliary Foodstuff Company Zheng Enren 
[6774 1869 0088], who sought to achieve himself first whatever he expected of 
others.... These respectable and beloved personalities are the principal players on 
the stage of the four modernizations today; they are a lively reflection of the 
spirit of our era. 


In the process of the growth and development of these advanced personalities, they 
all bear a precious spirit, they seek to strengthen themselves by way of hard struggle; 
or they seek not at all to benefit themselves but especially to benefit others; or 
they strictly abide by discipline and refrain from seeking privileges; or they are 
humble and diligent in their study and strive incessantly to impr.ve themselves; 

or they wholeheartedly serve the people and are extremely responsible in their work...

If we fail basically to acknowledge this, we will be entrapped in mechanical 
materialism, 


Practice has repeatedly proved that the above dictum is entirely correct. 


In our Yanan period, no one knows how much worse off our material conditions were then 
compared to those of today; but we had our communist ideology and faith, we had the 
spirit of hard struggle and self-strengthening. Did we not ultimately seize power 
and establish the New China under the people's democratic dictatorship?

For this reason, as we proceed to realize our four modernizations, 
we must at the same time reinforce the building of our socialist spiritual civiliza- 
tion. We must achieve an average of about U.S. $1,000 per capita Gross National 
Product by the end of this century and realize the “society of small tranquility." 

It is a very strenuous undertaking to accomplish this task. Especially at present, 
when our state is trying to achieve regeneration in the midst of distress, we need 

to carry out large-scale readjustment in our economy; a great many difficulties con- 
front us in our work, and we are faced also with many practical problems and ideo- 
logical problems of various kinds. Under such circumstances, we must pay even 
greater attention to building our spiritual civilization and strengthening our 
ideological and political war, energetically propagate the party's line, principles 
and policies since the Third Plenary Session of its llth Party Central Committee, 
adhere to the four basic principles, mobilize the people to see their fucure clearly, 
and strengthen their confidence in the realization of the four modernizations. So 
long as our socialist spiritual civilization continues to develop, communist moral- 
ity becomes the order of the day, the Yanan spirit, the pioneering spirit of the 
early post-liberation days, and the spirit of overcoming difficulties in the 1960's 
can all be carried forward under the new situation, what difficulties ahead of us, 
then, cannot be overcome, and what tasks cannot be accomplished? 


We are materialists. We should acknowledge that even when our average per capita 
GNP remains !'.S. $1,000, the material living standards of our people will still not 
be very high, and a considerable gap will still remain in comparison with the living 
standards of some developed capitalist countries like those in America, Europe, 
Japan dna others. But, under the constraint of capitalist ownership, the people 
there do not have any common goal of struggle, do not have common ideals and ethics, 
their spirit is empty, their thinking is depressed, many people spend their days 

in a downcast, negative state of mind, relations between man and man are based on 
money, so that they are apt to rob each other by trickery or by force, with each 
trying to cheat or outwit the other. As for our concept of spiritual civilization, 
we may say that "the scenery is uniquely fine on our side." For many years, we 
have ahd the scientific guiding ideology of Marxism-Leninism and Mao Zedong Thought, 
we have had such a great ideal as communism, we have had communist ethics taken by 
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the people of the whole contrary as the norm of their behavior, and we have had the 
revolutionary spirit of selfleseness and hard struggle: these spiritual forces have 


cunatituced our unique spiritual preponderance, and this is a demonstration in the 
spiritual aspect as to how our socialiat system in supertor to the capitalist system, 


We lve che conditions, and should alsu give play to our preponderance in this regard, 
to further assert our spirit, stimulace our will to struggle, have one heart and 
one mind, alin at success through collective will, so as to gradually build our coun- 
try into a socialist power with advanced modernity, aavanced democracy and advanced 
(lvilizatton. 





Of course, we cannot but see that the remnant influence of feudalism, the bourygevis 
ideology, and the remnant poison of Lin Biao and the "gang of four" are fetters bind- 
ing people's spirit and obstacles hampering the building of our socialist spiritual 
clvilization. At present, the political atmosphere in some units is not very strong; 
a very small number of party and youth corps members do not seek progress in poli- 
tics and become lax in their own ideological remolding; some people lack a correct 
appraisal of the economic situation and exhibit insufficient confidence in overcom- 
ing the difficulties along the path of our advancement, and hence display no vigor 
in their spirit; some people think everything in the capitalist society is fine and 
evervthing in foreign countries is fine; some people pay attention only to the 
interests of their own units and to their individual interests at the expense of 

the interests of the etate and the people; some people cherish the ideal of "mass 
democracy," always thinking of imitating the liberalization, etc., in Western so- 
slety. Lf we fail to oppose these erroneous ideological tendencies, socialist 
apiritual civilizations will not be able to take root and flower. Therefore, the 
building of spiritual civilization must proceed not only in the aspect of inheriting 
our revolutionary traditions and encouraging healthy trends but also in the aspect 
of discarding dregs and eliminating dirt. We must continue to eliminate the various 
remnant influences of feudalism and at the same time criticize and oppose the wor- 
shiping of capitalism and the advocacy of bourgeois liberalization, criticize and 
oppose the corrupt ideology of the bourgeoisie in enriching themselves at other 
people's expense, in thinking only about making profits, and in looking at money 
about everything; and criticize and oppose anarchism and extreme individualism. 

After these tasks are accomplished, the vast ranks of party members and the vast 
ranks of the cadres and masses will then have a more refreshed spirit and exuberant 
vigor, and people's ideological outlook will also undergo a considerable change; 

the flowers of our socialist spirituai civilization will then be in full bloom, and 
the Locomotives of our four modernizations will Likewise be able to step on the gas 
and roar forward.

of the spirit of the Party Central Committee with a view toward unifying our 
thoughts and deeds under the line, principles and policies of the party. Most 
party members and cadres are doing things precisely this way. 


Needless to say, there is a small number of comrades who do not seriously study 
or understand the documents of the Party Central Committee. They either glance 
through them perfunctorily and thus acquire but a haphazard understanding, or 
they repeat what the documents say and take reading through as everything, or 
they even let the documents sleep undisturbedly in the drawer and simply profess 
ingorance if they are asked about what the Central Committee documents say. 
Because they do not understand the party's many policies, they feel completely 
helpless when mistaken thoughts take shape among the masses. Some even resort 
to repeating what others say, complaining about “what have you done" to the 
Party Central Committee, and accusing the policies of showing “deviations.” 
This can hardly be appropriate. 
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Yor instance, the Party Central Committee has put forward a call for rejuvenation, 
intelleetualigation, and professionaligation of cadres according to the needs 

of the construction of the four modernigations. Tlie has been supported not 

only by the intellectuals but aleo by the vast ranks of the worker and peasant 
cadres and worker and peasant masses. but some cadres have raised doubts, thinking 
that carrying out the three measures of transformation would mean that our worker 
and peasant cadres are now no longer welcome and must now make way for others. 

As they themeelves cannot think the matter through, they are even less able to 
propagate it to the masses in a forthright manner on the basia of the party's 
policies. In reality, this is a misunderstanding. The spirit of the documents 

of the Party Central Committee is very clear; we must pay attention both to 
fostering and promoting intellectual cadres and to engaging experienced and capable 
worker and peasant cadres. In the case of cadres with a low cultural level and

all this out #0, where is the partiality? As for the appearance of certain 
deviations in the execution of these policies by certain individual areas, this 
should not be very difficult to overcome, under the guidance of the Central 
Committee policies.

To 
understand modernization merely as a development of the productive forces and 
improvement of production technology is incorrect both in theory and in practice.

In 
this respect, the modernization. of China is identical with the modernization of 
other countries. Sut modernization under the socialist system is essentially dis- 
tinct from that under the capitalist private ownership of the means of production 
and is aimed at insuring the maximum profits for the capitalist sector. As Marx 
said, the history of capitalist development “is recorded in the language of blood 
and fire the annals of mankind.” To be sure, in the process of its development 
over several hundred years, capitalism “has created more and greater productive 
forces than the total created by all previous generations" and has developed 
science and technology as never before. But what has this given to the workers? 
Nothing but increasing labor intensiveness to the maximum, putting workers’ 
energy in the highest state of tension and driving large numbers of workers out of 
their factories, while the capitalists grab more surplus value. Therefore, Lenin 
incisively pointed out: Under the capitalist system, “technological and scientific 











progress Signifies progress in the art of squeezing out sweat and blood, Although 
we also need a large amount of monetary prizes and must develop science and tech= 
nology when carrying out socialist modernization, we will never resort to robbing 
and squeezing the people, The re. on is that socialist modernization is based on 
socialist public ownership of the means of production and is aimed at satisfying 
the material and cultural needs of the entire people. Ite goal consists not of 
only modernization of industrial and agricultural production, science and technol- 
ogy and a high-level material civilization, but also of perfect socialist economic 
and political systema, high-level socialist democracy and a perfect socialist legal 
system, and a high-level socialist spiritual civilization. This means that the 
Chinese nation will have not only modern science and technology but also communist 
ideale and morality. The conclusion is very obvious: the socialist modi rnization 
we want can only be achieved under the leadership of the Communist Party and through 
the wisdom and hard work of the broad masses of the people. No political party of 
any other class can she ilder this heavy historical responsibility. 





The party is obliged and fully able to exercise leadership in the cause of social- 
ist modernization. This is the firm conviction of the vast majority of people in 
our country. The Chinese Communist Party is a party armed with a Marxist-Leninist 
scientific outlook on the world and one which strives for the interests of the vast 
majority of the people and for the complete emancipation of mankind. Integrating 
Marxiem-Leniniem with the concrete practice of China, our party led the whole nation 
in winning great victories for the cause of revolution and construction. Now, the 
party has restored the ideological line of dialectical materialism, formulated a 
series of correct guiding p inciples and policies and won warm support from the 
people throughout the country. But there are a few people who want to see the 
world plunged into chaos and who attempt to shake off party leadership and want to 
set up so-called "free trade unions" and “independent student associations." These 
people either have ulterior motives or are extremely ignorant. The 100-year history 
of China has proved time and again that only under the leadership of the Chinese 
Communist Party could the Chinese nation win independence and freedom. Without the 
Chinese Communist Party, no new China. The leading role played by our party in 
revolution and construction can be played by no other party group or organization. 
The turmoil in the “great cultural revolution” bore out this truth by negative 
example.

it should be admitted that our party did make many mistakes, some very grave. But, 
looking back on the WO-year journey since the founding of the republic, anyone who 
is realistic will note that party leadership and party work were correct as far as 
the main direction was concerned and were crowned with great successes. Under the 
leadership of the party, we built old China, which was falling apart politically 

and was economically poor and backward in the extreme, into new China, politically 
united and unified and economically provided with a good foundation. This fact is 
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obvious to all people at home and abroad. To be sure, compared with the developed 
capitaliat countries and even with certain emall countries, our economy is indeed 
very backward and the people's living standard is very low. But it should be noted 
that it is a comparison between our 30 years of development and capitaliam's 

several hundred years of development, and a comparison between solving the problem 

of providing 1 billion people with food, clothing and daily necessities and that of 
providing several million or nearly 10 million people with food, clothing and daily 
necessities, It is precisely by making this comparison that the rate of our develop- 
ment and our great achievements are obvious to all. Some comrades ask: "If the 
party had not made mistakes, wouldn't our achievements have been greater?" This 

good intention is of course commendable. But viewed from the development process 

of man's knowledge, no political party or individual is free from mistakes. Be- 
sides, our party is leading a large country of 1 billion people and is carrying out 
socialist revolution and socialist construction unprecedented in history. On the 
road ahead some shortcomings and mistakes are inevitable. The conclusion that one 
who has made mistakes is not qualified to exercise leadership is actually a negation 
of any leadership. As early as in the thirties, the error of the Wang Ming line 
emerged in our party, causing great loss to the cause of revolution. At that 
critical juncture, the broad masses of the people did not lose their faith in the 
party. Facts proved that if party leadership had been negated because of this 

error, there would have been no victory for the New Democratic Revolution, or 
socialist new China of today. Furthermore, it should be soted that the mistakes 
made by the political party of the proletariat are essentially distinct from those 
made by all exploiting classes. The decadent class nature of the exploiting classes 
determines that fundamentally their mistakes can never be corrected.

The main thing to do now in order to strengthen and improve party leadership is to 
strengthen the party's ideological-political work, Party organizations at all 
levels must free tvemselves from some of the routine administrative and vocational 
work, use their main time and energy to organize cadres and the masses to study 
and implement further the line, guiding principle and policies laid down since the 
third plenum as well as the important decisions made at the recent central working 
conference, and to raise their level of thinking, unify their understanding and 
enhance their political consciousness. It is necessary to improve the party's 
style of work, resolutely rectify the unhealthy tendencies among a small number of 
party members and cadres, and vigorously strengthen the ties between the party and 
the masses. 


Since the third plenum, our party has made great efforts to restore and carry for- 
ward the fine style of our party. Comrade Chen Yun [7115 7189] incisively pointed 
out recently: “The question of party style is a matter of life and death for the 
ruling party." This indicates that the party Central Committee has made up its 
mind to rectify the unhealthy tendencies persistently and unwaveringly. On the 
other hand, we should make a factual analysis of the unhealthy tendencies within 

the party. It does not tally with the facts to equate all leading cadres with 
privileged cadres and to magnify the part into the whole. It should be affirmed 
that the vast majority of our party cadres are good or comparatively good. The 

fine traditional style of Yanan formed by the party in the course of protracted 
struggle and the revolutionary spirit fostered in the early stage of the founding 

of the republic have won the acclaim of all people in our country. We are con- 
vinced that the traditional style of our party will be restored and developed. This 
faith stems not only from the good intentions but also from our knowledge of the 
essence of the party. The party formed by the advanced elements of the proletariat, 
the party whose sole aim is to work for the interests of the broad masses of the 
people, is certainly able to remove the dust from its body ideologically and organ- 
izationally and to restore the lofty image of the party. 


Strengthening and improving party leadership is the concern of the whole party. Of 
course, leadership is the key, and leaders should take the lead. There is abso- 
lutely no doubt about this. But each Communist Party member also has an unshirkable 
responsibility. It is noteworthy that a small number of cadres find fault with 
people, blame god and man, and are full of grievances. They even go to the length 
of lashing out at the party's guiding principle and policy as they please. They 
make speeches against the directives of the party Central Committee and place 
themselves outside party organizations. This liberalist attitude is a corrosive 
sapping the morale of party organizations, undermining party discipline, and dis- 
integrating the fighting will of the party. It must be rectified. Each Communist 
Party member must unconditionally maintain political unanimity with the party, set 
an example and adhere to party leadership in the cause of the four modernizations. 
We firmly believe that if we endeavor to do this, the socialist modernization of 
China is full of promise.

YOUTHS WHO GREW UP IN CULTURAL REVOLUTION ERA SURVEYED

[Text] How can we understand this generation of young people? Compared with 
their peers of the old days, are there any ways in which they are unique? 

These questions have become a matter of public concern and have touched off 

a controversial debate. Some people contend that this generation of young 
people was born at a wrong time--a generation badly hurt and wasted by the “gang 
of four." Some people have called this young generation a perplexing generation 
with a shaky faith and a dismal view of their future. Some people have called 
it a thoughtful generation probing for ways to make their country prosperous and 
strong after surviving a disaster. Some have called it a generation on the 
verge fo collapse--a generation with poor knowledge, a low level of morality, 
and disappointed hearts. Some have called it a hopeful generation dedicated to 
the four modernizations and with a will to make itself useful. Views on this 
young generation vary from person to person. So does their attitude toward it. 
Some shake their heads and sign with regard to this young generation; some take 
a dismal and pessimistic view of it; others are pinning their hopes on it. 


How should we understand this young generation, anyway? From a survey of some 
youths, I deeply feel that a few words are far from enough to sum up the true 
picture of this young generation in an accurate way, and summing it up this way 
may easily lead to a polarized assessment. Studying this young generation calls 
for a specific analysis of its actual status, rather than sum it up in a few 
sentences, however appropriate they may sound. 


As a result of an jnitial analysis of its actual status, we have found the following 
characteristics that are unique to this young generation: 


1. It deeply and bitterly hates the ultraleft line that has brought disasters 

to the country and people, while it widely supports the party's line, principles 
and policies for this new period. But a certain segment of this young generation 
knows very little about the superiority of the socialist system and exhibits 
little confidence in the four modernizations in various ways. 
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After suffering from the 10 years of turmoil, youths in our country now long for 
stability and unity and a peaceful and productive life. The line, principles 

and policies proclaimed since the Third Plenary Session of the llth Party Central 
Committee have won the hearts of the people. The youths have also gone to great 
lengths to endorse the following five good decisions: 1) The decision on shifting 
the emphasis of work, 2) the decision on implementing the eight-character policy, 

3) the decision on enrolling outstanding students, 4) the decision on the collective 
takeover of the leadership, and 5) the decision on emphasizing the stability of 
party leadership and the continuation of its policies have won their confidence. 


Although the slogan "Begin with me; do it right now" is an idea originating from 
advanced youths, it has become the call of a great number of youths who not only 
are thinking of the four modernizations but also are working on the four 
modernizations; it has also been accepted by a growing number of youths. Youths 
racing against time and vying to make contributions and produce the most out- 
standing results have come to the fore one after another on various fronts. 
Although the people have noted the backward segments of our young generation, 
they have also seen its advanced features and watched New Long March shock 

teams that form the backbone of socialist China emerge one after another in 

the country. 


We walled our country off to foreigners and locked them out for 10 years. But 
once we ripped the door ajar, the development of the economies, science and 
technology in foreign countries made our youths feel surprised and inferior to 
them. When the 10-year-old "Cultural Revolution" and turmoil were over, the 
youths found the national economy on the verge of bankruptcy, thus prompting 

them to cast doubts about the superiority of our socialist system. During the 

10 years, “deception and big and empty talk" were the order of the day. But 

now that we have returned to reality, taking steady steps forward, youths anxious 
to make their nation strong have become desperate and disenchanged. For this 
reason, some youths have become less confident than ever and have had their faith 
shaken. Any attempt to cover this up and paper it over ‘. not an attitude of 
seeking truth from tact. But it is also inconsistent with fact if we declare 
that there is a "crisis in faith" and "a crisis in confidence." This point 

can be verified by statistics drawn from two written surveys:

The 64.6 percent figure indicates that the great majority of youths believe in 
the superiority of the socialist system. Although a third of the respondents 
consider the socialist system not too superior, their faith is not proven to be 
entirely shaky. To the survey table they attached such remarks: "The genuine 
socialist system is superior;" "It is superior but not perfect;" "The socialist 
system is good, but not its implementation;" "It is still advancing along a 
hopeful but difficult path filled with plaudits and agony." These remakrs stem 
partly from their hatred of the "gang of four's" sham socialism, partly from their 
dissatis action with the negative aspects of real life, and partly from a desire 
that criticism may bring hope. Respondents to "I see no superiority" and "I 
don't know" account for 9.9 percent of the total. Among them are persons with 
confused minds, because they remarked: "I don't know what the socialist system 
means," and persons with intent to attack privileged bureaucrats because they 
remarked: "All officials are privileged." 


Those who are confident of the realization of the four modernizations account for 
53.4 percent, or a majority. Those who indicate "no confidence" and "I don't 
know" account for 6.2 percent. An analysis of their attached remarks revealed 
the following four reasons for expressing these views: 1) they found too many 
loopholes in the system, believing that “without reforming the existing political 
and economic systems, the (four modernizations) cannot be realized;" 2) they are 
dissatisfied with the egalitarian principle of distribution, saying that if the 
{ron bowl idea remains unchanged, the (four modernizations) are unlikely to be 
realized; 3) they are worried about the bureaucratic style of work in the ranks of 
cadres, saying that "as long as the leadership at all levels has confidence, so 
do I;" and 4) they feel that they are unl. ky individuals, “lingering at the 
crossroads, not knowing what ot do," "heedless and listless," "feeling incapable 
of doing anything or getting anything moving my way." 





This indicates that some youths have exhibited a wavering faith or have demon- 
strated a lack of confidence, but they are not in the majority; nor do they 
constitute the mainstream. Those youths who have exhibited a wavering faith or 
a lack of confidence should not be blamed for doing so, because there are social 
factors and mistakes in our work that have made them behave that way. Such 

a situation should be properly assessed. Only in this way can we adopt correct 
attitudes and methods to guide them, rather than leave them to their fate or 
sarcastically scold them. 


2. This generation of young people is concerned with the destiny and future of 
their country. They are sharp-minded and areative thinkers. They are more 
capable of thinking independently than are others, and they are less likely to 

go back to the things of the past, but are more likely to press forward with the 
emancipation of the mind. Some youths, however, have demonstrated a lack of clear- 
cut guiding thoughts and have applied double standards for distinguishing right 
from wrong and good from bad; sometimes they even have a tendency to go astray. 


None of the youths is unconcerned about their future. They a!so dream of a 
motherland with a bright future. After they and their motherland suffered 10 
years of catastrophe, they are well aware that their own future is closely tied 

to that of their motherland. Although a certain philosophy of life has asserted 
itself among the youths, they are concerned with the destiny of their country. 
Most of them also hope that their motherland will grow strong rapidly and that they 
will be given opportunities to study and work hard for the realization of socialist 
modernization. Our understanding of this point can be deepened by the findings 
from the following two surveys: 
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Since the beginning of their ehildhood, this generation of young people has Lived 
4 life in af atmosphere of continuous rebellion and struggle. Their memory is 
dominated by the negative aspects of society. Their personal experiences are full 
of ups and downs and upward movement and adversity, They know more, have a mind 
more complicated, and are more sensitive to the social and political problems 
than the youthe of the 1950's and the early 1960's, They are capable of thinking 
independently to a certain degree, but they have expressed views that need to 

be clarified. Since the downfall of the “gang of four," they have become more 
active than ever on the ideological (ront and have raised such questions as why 
China should lag behind others? What measures can ve taken to prevent the 
reemergence of counterrevolutionarcy groups similar to those headed by Lin Biao 
and Jiang Qing? How can we speed up the pace of the four modernizations? The 
Party Central Committee's correct conclusions on the experiences and lessons to 
be drawn from the “Cultural Revolution” have broadened the vision of youngsters 
and have inspired ‘hem to clarify their thoughts, work hard, and follow the 

Party Central Committee in developing the four modernigzgations with one heart and 
one mind. 


There are other youths who do not completely understand the tremendous damage 
caused by the 10 years of turmoil, and who have demanded hasty measures to heal 
the wounds and change wic picture of the country. in the process of deliberation, 
they have exhibited impatience and expressed radical views. Some of them have 
even expressed doubts about the leadership of the party and the socialist system, 
along with a desire to look for alternatives, trying to introduce the bourgeois 
democracy and human rights ideas that were renounced by the Chinese people long 
ago as a solution leading to anarchism and the extreme form of democracy. In 
the process of deliberating problems, these youngsters have clearly deviated 
from the party's four basic principles, and therefore they should be taught to 
uphold firmly the four basic principles and heip to overcome their erroneous 
tendencies in an unequivocal way. ‘Sut we must also realize that they are more 
or less interested in seeing their country grow prosperous and strong. We gust 
see this positive factor in them, and give them a reasonable education, in order 
to induce most of them to join the torrent of the four modernizations. 


3. They are realistic, interested in the development of the national economy, 
concerned about their personal interests, and keenly interested in studying 
acience and technology and acquiring true professional skilis. The academic 
political teachings based on the ultraleft Line can no longer find any market 
among the youths, but a tendency of showing no interest in politics has developed 
in a certain degment of this young generation that harbors no far-reaching ideals. 
The role of politics as a form of incentive and the inspirational power of heroes 
have sleo lost their weight to a certain degree among the youths. 


those youths of our time who are victims of the counterrevolutionary political 
fanatism instigated by Lin Biao ind Jiang Qing are well aware of the value of 
dialectical unity between politics and economics and between being Red and expert. 
In deliveration of problems and in action, they are more interested in hard 

facts °% opposed to empty political taik. As the entire party is shifting the 
emphasis of its work, their active interest in learning technology and science 

und in acquiring professional skilis is unprecedented in history. A great number 
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of youths are atriving to acquire true professional skille and knowledge for 
the sake of the four modernigations, eo that they can make contributions to 
the development of science and production in the motherlend. The following 
Survey indicates interest of the youths in practical problems:

During the 10 years of turmoil, the four categories of interest vital to youths-- 
etudy and fulfillment of education, performance of physical labor and employment, 
love and marriage, and cultural and recreational Life--were greatly jeopardized, 
thus accumulating a great number of practical problems. Since the downfall of 
the “gang of four," youths have become more concerned than ever about some 
practical problems, demanding that efforts be made to create more favorable 
conditions for learning, to solve problems in work and employment, and to expand 
the dimensions of sparetime life. These demands are justified. Although our 
party has taken many measures to satisfy their special demands, such demands can 
be met step by step through the process of healing wounds and developing the 
economy. The great majority of youths who are aware of this situation are 
willing to share the burdens of the party on the basis of overall considerations. 


A tendency of deviation from politice has developed amont the youths of our time. 
Some youths call thie a punitive reaction to the effort by Lin Biao and the "gang 
of four" to give “prominence to politics.” This is a logical development. By 
going back over the 10 years in which politics was given the “prominent role,” 

the youths cannot help but feel sad about the damage and suf‘erings the country 
and People sustained at that time. Those revolutionary terms that came with 
counterrevolutionary politics were too quch for the youths to digest. This is why 
they became nauseated about them. Today they still react with distaste to any 
teachings about proletarian politics presented to them. As far as this problem 

is concerned, no one should blame the youths too such. It seems more necessary 
than ever to adjust and improve our political education so that materials that 

are difficult for youths to digest can be avoided. Of course, we must also lead 
them to understand that the tendency of deviation from politics can in no way 
penefit the process of training them to become politically conscious and p.ofes- 
sionally competent persons dedicated to construction, and therefore this [tendency] 





Should not be allowed to grow any tore. Nor should we weaken of slacken our 
efforte in ideological and political work in the face of this tendency. Man 
must always have spirit. Our rejection of Lin Biao's and the "gang of four's" 
counterrevolutionary politics should not be construed as an indication of an 
abandonment of political education, but as an effort to educate youths in a 
communist spirit in a better way and to build a spiritual socialist civilisation, 
What needs to be improved is political education for youtise, which must take 
into account the ways of thinking that are unique to them and proceed on a 
atep=by=step basis and in coordination with economic and vocational work; this 
in turn must go hand in hand with disucesions about how to help them solve 
practical problems, must be conducted in a lively manner, and must be included 
in various meaningful activities. 


4. Their desire for a better material and cultural life is becoming stronger 

and stronger. Their search for beauty is growing more intense with each passing 
day. The notion expressed by Lin Biao and the “gang of four" that poverty is a 
transient part of life, and their assertion of material asceticiem and cultural 
autocracy, are bitterly hated by youths. But 4 luxurious hope incompatible with 
the present level of economic development in our country is growing among some 
youths. There is a lack of preparation among them to work in a pioneering spirit 
of hard struggle. The eroding influence of bourgeois and other nonproletarian 
ideas on youths etill exists to a serious degree. 


As time goes on, the living standards of this young generation are higher than 
those of its peers of the 1950's. Its search for a better life is in line with 
the objective of realizing socialist modernization. Is it true that the 
socialist modernization that our party is striving to achieve is aimed at 
bringing about higher levels of material and cultural life for the people? 

Youths will certainly further demonstrate their Live for life and will further 
generate enthusiasm for the four modernizations as soon as they find that their 
immediate interests have been realized to their satisfaction. Some guidance 

is needed for those youths who love beauty. But guidance in this connection does 
not mean a stern admonition or action. Nor does it mean rounding them up for 
detention. The truth is that advice and guidance often can produce better 
results in this respect than excessive criticism, interference, and restrictions. 


Certainly, the youths’ demand for improvements in their material and cultural 
life must coincide with the development of the nation's economy. Por the most 
part, youths are not in any position to manage their own homes, and therefore 
they are “unaware of the rising prices of firewood and rice.” For example, the 
demands they raise cannot be met because these [demands] are far beyond the 
present capacity of the economy. When they keep asking for money from the state, 
they seldom think of doing something in return. They are unwilling to be 
hard-working pioneers but want to enjoy the fruits of happy life reaped by others. 
The youths of the 1950's who experienced a specific period of the hardships of 
the old society often appreciated any improvements in their material and cul tural 
life and were grateful from the bottom of their hearts for the concerns expressed 
by the party and the people's government. Today, there is no such feeling of 
gratitude among some youths, who have taken for granted everything given by the 
state, saying that this was something that should have been given them long ago. 
Whenever they felt dissatisfied with what they had, they would crack wry humor 
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mixed with complaints, Since they lack social experience, and since the country 
opened ita deer to the bourgeois influence and some one-sided propaganda barrages, 
many youths have proven themselves unable to distinguish and resist the rotten 
Western ways of life. They often view decadence as a fad, thus driving them to 
blindly hunt for the copy such things. A few even have done so at the expense 

of national dignity. Pointing out these weaknesses does not in any sense mean 
pointing a finger of blame at youths. For this reason, youths should not feel 
annoyed or embarrassed. The purpose is only to remind all of us of the need 

to clearly understand this fact: As economic construction advances and the material 
and cultural life improves, it is absolutely necessary to educate youths in self- 
relianee and the pioneering spirit of hard struggle, and teach them how to become 
masters of their own country. As international contacts are on the increase, the 
educationa of youths in patriotiem and in the necessity of fostering a sense of 
national dignity needs to be strengthened. 


5. As moral etandards are gradually raised, many youths have become the vanguard 
force for seeking new social ways fo life. But efforts must be made to further 
strengthen the senee of the legal system and training in morality, which were 
eithertoned down or nonexistent during the LO years of turmoil. The abnormal 
mentality now affecting some youths needs to be further treated and healed. 


Youths suffered heavily from the unhealthy social trend resulting from the 
cyrannical rule of Lin Biao and the “gang of four," which spanned 10 years. To 
them, thie was a crucial moral conceptual, formative period. But what they heard 
and saw during this period was nothing more than a great disruption of normal 

rc ‘'ationshipe between distortion and truth, between glory and disgrace, and between 
beauty and ugliness, which culminated in a distortion of the picture of morality. 
Since the downfall of the “gang of four,” the process of healing wounds has 
produced marked results, giving the people the feeling that a new style is taking 
shape for this young generation, although a specific length of time is still 
needed to completely reverse the unhealthy social trend. The number of youths 
who emphasize civilized politeness and courtesy is on the rise, while the number 
of youngsters who speak and act in an uncivilized way is decreasing; the number 
of youths who observe discipline and abide by the law and who want to preserve 
the social code of ethics is on the increase, while the number of youths who 
indulge in fighting, scuffling, and disturbing the public order is being reduced; 
the number of youths who return lost money to its owners and are willing to help 
others is on the rise, while the number of youths who are guilty of theft and 
pickpocketing is decreasing; the number of activists willing to learn from Lei 
Feng and foster a new trend is going up, while the number of youths who watch 

on the sidewalks and sigh drops. Now that the weekly activity “to learn from Lu 
Shicai [0712 1102 2088] and carry forward the spirit of Lei Feng" is being 
launched in Shanghai Municipality, over 1 million youngsters have spent their 
holidays and spare time maintaining the orderly flow of traffic at intersections, 
railway stations and wharves, disseminating knowledge on public health, beautifying 
the environment, offering helping hands to old and young pedestrians, and helping 
neighborhoods and their own units Launch activities of public interests. They 
have been widely praised by people from all walks of life in society for launching 
guch activities. This indicates that although this young generation of ours has 
suffered heavily from pernicious influences, such harmful influences still can 

be elimin» ted without too much difficulty if youths are given proper education in 
a stable social environment. 








From a written eurvey of nearly 1,000 youths in Fujian and Anhui provinces, we 

can also see that the great majority of youths are well aware of what is morally 
right and what ts morally wrong. For example, the anawers to the question: "Can 
you name what you consider to be a decent moral act?" from 83 percent of respondents 
include: "I feel happy to help others"; “Love public property"; and "Tell the 
truth." The asnwers to the question: "Can you name what you consider to be the 
most indecent moral act?" from 80.7 percent of reapondents include: "Reap profits 
at the expense of others"; "Beat and curse people"; “Backdoor dealings"; "Flattery 
and fawning"; "Defiling public opinion"; and "Cheating while taking tests." There 
are some youths whose moral concept still needs to be clarified even today. They 
still cannot distinguish decent moral acts from indecent moral acts. Although 

they are not in the majority, they have created an extremely bad impact on society. 
This problem needs to be conscientiously analyzed so .- to help them heal their 
hurting souls. 


In society, youths growing up in the different social environment of different 
historical periods are stamped with stereotypes of their specific era. This 
generation of young people also has specific stereotypes which have something to 
do with the specific social environment in which they live. They were born in a 
socialist society. But they have watched a terrible turmoil unfold before their 
eyes under the socialist system, and a great transformation take place in the 
wake of such a turmoil. They spent their childhood and teenage years in turmoil 
until they entered young adulthood. Resting on their shoulders today is a heavy 
historical mission to inherit the past, blaze a path to the future, and fulfill 
the great cause of the four modernizations. In the years of furmoil, while 
receiving an education in Marxism, they also received contaminated doses .rom Lin 
Biao and the “gang of four" and were exposed to the dark and seamy sides of 
society, thus causing damage to their physical and mental health. Their youth 
has been wasted in different ways. Since the downfall of the “gang of four," the 
elimination of chaos, and the restoration of order, they have increased their 
ability to distinguish genuine from sham Marxism, and have directly tasted 
disorder and order. As the emphasis of work is being shifted and the four 
modernizations are underway, they have seen their hopes and a bright future for 
their motherland inspiring them to work for the socialist motherland. 


From the aforementioned analysis, we honestly feel that the main aspects and 
character of this young generation are good. Although they sustained that 10-year 
period of turmoil, suffered from torture and wounds, and tasted th~ bitter taste 
of misery and disappointment, they still keep their forward-looking spirit intact, 
while expressing the same feeling and concern for the future of the party and the 
state. Under the iMpact of the great transformation for this new period, the 
awareness of the bright future of socialist China has inspired this young genera- 
tion to kindle a youthful flame. Although there are some problems that have 
emerzed among the youths, these can be gradually solved once and for all, provided 
our party continues its efforts to create a social environment of stability and 
unity for them to receive the proper guidance and education ord for the nation to 
constantly develop the economy and improve the people's Living conditions. It is 
expected that our voung generation will not fail to Live up to the expectations of 
the party and people, and that it will be able to prove itself worthy of “being 
called a totally trustworthy generation!"

ZHOU ENLAT'S WORK ON SAGES, GENTUSES STUDIED 
Shanghai WEN HUI BAO in Chinese 15 Feb 81 p 3

[Text] In October of 1978, when people first read Comrade Zhou Enlai's “learn from 
Mao Zedong” in the newspaper, they were immediately fascinated by the shining ra- 
diance of the historical materialist viewpoint: the proleturiun leader is a man, a 
giant, not an isolated spirit, and not a born sage! At that time, our nation was 
still in the dawning of brimming hope following the smashing of the "gang of four" 
and further was filled with the early fog of the not yet extinguished and newly ap- 
pearing cult of the individual, This work by Comrade Zhou Enlai was undoubtedly a 
powerful ideological weapon bringing order out of chaos, Over 2 monthe later, 

the Party Central Committee convened the historically significant Third Plenar 
Session of the Eleventh Central Committee and reaffirmed the proper appraisal of 
the role of the individual in history, correctly recognising the Marxist principle 
of the mutual relationship between the leader and the people. 





The article “Learn from Mao Zedong” is now being included in the "Selected Works 

of Zhou Enlai” which is being officially published. Upon re-reading this work, 

I deeply feel that the historical materialist viewpoint on how to recognige leaders 
therein expounded on by the author still has a very important practical significance 
today. Persistence in the use of historical materialist viewpoints to deal with 
leaders, the people, the party, and the country is a basic question which still 
waves in our faces, 


Thirty-one years aco, when Comrade Zhou Enlai made a report on “Learn from Mao 
Zedone” at the first National Youth Congress, Mao Zedong had long before become 
the acknowledged leader of the whole party and all the people of the entire country. 
However, Comrade Zhou Enlai, with an honest consideration for the facts, told the 
people that Mao Zedone was also “a child raise in a rural village who in the be- 
ginning was also superstitious, and even had some ideas which were backward,” and 
that he had “also studied the problem and began concentrating on one facet.” He 
warned the people that they “absolutely must not” look upon their leaders as “acci- 
dental, innate, mystical, and from whom learning was impossible.” Otherwise, the 
leader would “then become an isolated spirit.” That Comrade Zhou Enlai could 
speak in this manner at that time is a manifestation of the courage of materialisn. 
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Comrade Zhou Enlai pointed out that Comrade Mao Zedong “is a great man raised out of 
Chinese soll", he was "raised out of the midst of the people", and that he "is a 
people's leader produced out of revolutionary movements in the past hundred years 
and since the ‘May Fourth Movement’, and the experiences of many years of revolu- 
tionary history.” This pointed out the flesh and blood relationships between 
leaders, people, and historical movements. The growth of a giant cannot be sepa- 
rated from the nurturing of the people; the wisdom of giants comes from the long 
term heroic struggle of the party and people; the prestige of giants is due to the 
support and backing of the people; that giants are able to play a role in pushing 
history forward is the result of going with the tide of history and representing 
the desires of the people, Without the people, divorced from reality, and alien- 
ated from the masses, whatever any giant does will show no results. This is em- 
bodied in the historical materialist viewpoint in this work by Comrade Zhou Enlai. 
If our party had been able to maintain this Marxist viewpoint all along, it should 
be said that many inexcusable mistakes and several unnecessary losses in the fol- 
lowing thirty years could possibly have been avoided, Nevertheless, the saddening 
thing le that over a long period we have walked an extremely tortuous road on this 
question, 





It was our party, leading and relying on the people to overthrow the three great 
mountains, imperialism, feudalism, and bureaucrat-capitalism, which delivered peo- 
ple from ignorance, poverty and superstition. In order to cause the people to 
truly become the masters of this piece of land called China, the Second Plenary 
Session of the Seventh Central Committee, convened or tiie eve of nationwide vic- 
tory, made a series of decisions preventing worship of the individual, After the 
founding of the nation, Comrade Mao Zedong also continually reaffirmed that stress- 
ine the individual was “inappropriate, unreasonable, and unscientific". He asked 
that the people “except in science, not believe in anything, that is to say, do not 
be superstitious. No matter whether Chinese, foreignor, alive or dead," no one 
should be superstitious. However, in the late 1950's, on the question of assessing 
the role of leaders in history, the idealist conception of history gradually develop- 
ed in our party. The situation progressed from criticiging worship of the indivi- 
dual to criticigines opposition to worship of the individual, and later to even pub- 
licly advocating that there should be some worship of individuals. During the per- 
iod of the "10 years of catastrophe", Lin Biao, Jiang Qing and the Gang, actuated 
by counter-revolutionary motives, even more promoted the cult of the individual ani 
on a national scope started a truly “unprecedented” contemporary movement to fabri- 
cate deities, At the trumpeting of Lin Biao and the "gang of four", the giants who 
were raised out of Chinese soil, the leaders who were brought up in the people's 
revolutionary Struecle were finally asked to be enshrined. With the guidance of the 
Chinese Communist Party they had already, in the democratic revolution, smashed the 
people's feudal idols, which were made of clay and carved from wood, Furthermore, 
in the holy fire of the “Sreat Proletarian Cultural Revolution" they concocted 

ima, es of a twentieth century 1970's saviour for themselves, The worship of “genius” 


and “nelmsman" was substituted for worship of emperors and supernatural beines. The 
firm belief in the “hichest instructions” was substituted for firm belief in the 
biblical “books”. The “three devotions and four atsolute.” system of enslavement 
was substituted for the “three obedience’ 1 four virtues" and the “three car- 
dinal rules and five constant virtues” s. oi enslavement. Just as Marx ha: 


described, it liberated man from external religion and changed religion into man's 
intrinsic world; and liberated man physically from chains and gave man a spiritual 
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set of chains, During the 10 years of horrible dreams, socialist China unexpect- 
edly exhibited certain phenomenon only seen in *he Middle Ages, This is a true 
historical tragedy, After the smashing of the "yang of four", there was still a 
period when the cult of the individual existed and only at the Third Plenary Ses- 
Sion of the Eleventh Central Committee was the Party's ideological line corrected 
from its roots upw.d, 


As we look upon leaders, we see the great complication experienced in the question 
of the mutual relationship between leader and masses. The Comrade Zhou Enlai of 
1974, was probably incapable of seeing the same because he was a man not a god, 

As people re-read "Learn from Mao Zedong" today, they should ponder and earnestly 
answer the questions of how the 10 year long contemporary movement to tabricate 
deities could occur all over China and how are giants which were brought up in the 
struggle of the masses are changed into isolated gods squatting on the masses, We 
can still receive many revelations on these questions from within "Learn from 

Mao Zedone". 


First, in the development of history there will be some giants and great men, but 
there will never be “perfect men" or “sages”, Comrade Zhou Enlai pointed out that 
people's leaders are produced and raised amongst the people. Giants and great men 
were also originally ordinary men and were also bound to have superstitious, back- 
ward pasts. The reason a giant is great “lies in whether he is able to awaken out 
of superstition and reject old things”, and “even more lies in whether he dares 
acknowledge the old past.” It is definitely not because he is some kind of "great 
thinker” or “inate genius". If a giant obtains success at once, he "then feels 
that everything in his own past was outstanding", that he was consistently accurate 
and that he was always right. He feels that “what he has said is simply errorless 
with no deficiencies. When people tell him this he even likes to listen, Therein 
lies the danger!" Belief in the “theory of innate genius" will carry disastrous 
consequences, this response has already been made in practice. Practice also tells 
us that total materialists not only should oppose theories such as the "great 
thinker" and “innate genius” theories, but also cannot believe there will be 
“acquired genius sages" or “perfect men". In the few years prior to the Third 
Plenary Session of the Eleventh Central Committee, in order to protect the glorius 
images of leaders, it was usual practice to always play up the so-called consistent 
accuracy. Wasn't this just the result of still acknowledging the existence of 
“acquired genius sages" and “perfect men"? Actually, there were no totally accurate 
“sages” or “perfect men", nor were there any sages with innate or acquired genius. 
There were none in the past, there are none now, and there will not be any in the 
future. We must not always think of seeking a “perfect man" amongst our own 
leaders, so much so as to not hesitate to manufacture a “perfect man". Otherwise, 
we will never be able to walk away from our present day superstitions. 


Second, to persist in the historical idealist viewpoint, not only must old super- 
stitions be eradicated, but there also can be no “correct individual worship”. In 
the process of development, leaders themselves “awaken out of superstition” and 

lead people to smash all of the old superstitions and those of other people. In 
general, this is relatively easily accomplished. However, as for the giant or 
great man who is successful and has obtained the public acknowledgement of the 
people, he frequently thinks of his own weaknesses, deficiencies, and even mistakes. 
He does not want to be digzy with success, he has no blind faith in himself, nor 
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does he want the blind faith of others in him, furthermore, he unselfishly and 
nagnanimously destroys others blind faith in hia, which is very difficult, The 
1970 Lushan conference criticiged the Lin Biao touted "theory of inmate genius". 
However, the “gang of four" did not praise the talented "theory of innate genius”, 
Why shouldn't it have totally disappeared when it nevertheless became more and more 
rampant? After the smashing of the "gang of four", a severe criticism of the “sane 
of four's" “act according to established policies" was begun. However, the view- 
point of "two whatevers" surfaced again, Actually, the "two whatevers" were merely 
a kind of “renovation” of contemporary superstitions which facilitated changing 
them to even more "sacred" and that's all, According to the historical materialict 
viewpoint, we have no reason to deify any individual's role in history, or to begin 
any form of worship of the individual, The total idealist is unable to walk the 
road in place of a god, nor can he walk the road of a sage, but he should walk the 
iswl of the people. The people, only the people are truly sacred, 


Third, the relationship of leader and people cannot be reversed, The individual 
cannot be placed atove the masses, The individual cannot be placed outside his- 
torical laws, Comrade Znou Eniai explained the relationship between leader and 
people, and historical movements using the terms "as close as flesh and blood" and 
“elosely related". He considers the success of a leader to be representing the 
people, and in the results of “striving with all efforts for the vast majority of 
the people". This is the materialist viewpoint. Historical developments have 
proven that the individual has a very great role in history, but that which propels 
the advance of history, in the final analysis, is the strength of the masses of 
people. If « leader wishes to continually discover and develop truth, then he must 
listen attertively to the volces of the people and learn fromthe people's strugvles. 
Since truth is not inherent in the minds of leaders, it comes from the struggles of 
the masses, if the leader is divorced from reality then he will lose the basic 
criterion for distinguishing between rich and wrong and will make idealistic judce- 
ments of objective situations; if the leader is divorced from the masses then he 
will be surrounded by a cand of careerists, conspirators, and those who curry favor 
with the powerful diving them an opportunity to exploit which can create vast 
loses for the revolutionary cause. Historical experience teaches the Chinese 
people that such personality cult practices as the severing of the flesh and blood 
connection vetweer leader and people and of the close relationship between the 

role of the indivi iual and the nistorical movement, will never again be admired by 
the people. 


our leaders are "raised out of Chinese soil”, when discussing the growth, 

development, and crances of a leader, and the people's superstitions about him, 
, Study of this piece of soil that is China and the special conditions of Chines« 
lety »t be overlooked. Chinese soil is bound torether by several thousand 


fears of lal roots. Comrade Zhou Enlai said: "Generally speaking, in such a 
feudal society, no matter wnether one is born of a peasant family or a labor fanily, 
to destroy “uperstition in one stroke is impossible." Even such a man as Comrade 
Mao Zedo: ould rot do so, much less anyone @lse., The victory of democratic revo- 
lutior. chopped dow: the feudal tree, however, there is no way the much deeper roots 
of feudalicn press«d into Chinese soil could be eradicated in one stroke. They 

are still below ¢t’ irface crowing, spreading, and carrying the evil legacy of 
feudalism to the people taking nourishment and water from this soil, fostering the 
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"Savior" concept. For those multitudes of small producers and those who are 
influenced by small-scale production force of habit and traditional consciousness 
and further have been accustomed to turning their own fate over to be arranged by 
“emancipators", as they see it, planning matters depends on men and accomplishing 
something depends on gods, For then, there must be "supernatural beings" or 
“emperors” in life, they must find a “consistently accurate" person to show them 
everything. If they cannot find such a person then they will create one, and then 
they will await the instructions of the god or the bestowments of the emperor, 
Marx said: "religion is the self-consciousness or self-perception of those people 
who have not found themselves or have repeatedly lost themselves" (Selected Works 
of Marx and Engels, Vol, I p. 1). Wasn't the contemporary movement to create gods 
which occurred in the 70's of the 20th century in socialist China launched by Lin 
Biao and the “gang of four" making full use of the "sacred sentiments" of those 
“people who have repeatedly lost themselves"?

They devote themselves whole-heartedly to the party and relate intimately with 
peer groups and with superiors and members of lower ranks. However, for quite

to report facts realistically. The old saying "speak only a fraction of the truth" 
became popular during the 10 years of turmoil, though it was only coined by 
people who toiled in the old society.

Owing to their unwillingness to report 
the whole truth, leadership cadres are unable to really understand what is going 
on. This means that tasks are not done right, plans are not made realistically, 
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bad behavior in the party cannot be corrected, and the relations among fellow 
party members and between members of different ranks become strained, 


Undoubtedly, the fact that party members and cadres hesitate to report the 

truth to their superiors or tell the masses their feelings are, to a certain extent, 
indicative of the bad attitudes of some leadership cadres who only want to hear 
what they expect and will go into snite if they are not thus placated. However, 
how can party members and cadres be fearful of reprisals, attacks, or the anger 

of superiors and not tell the truth? It seems that one has to have courage and 
stamina in order to speak out and tell the truth. In thie regard, we should sin- 
cerely learn from the older generation of revolutionaries. in 1956, Peng Dehuai 
onee remarked to a ranking Soviet officer: "People who fear death should not be 
Communist Party members!" Prime Minister Peng was such a person. He was true 

to himself and to the party and the people. He never hid his views and he was 
always loyal to the party. He dared speak out at the Lu Shan Conference. He 

held on to his principles and did not yield to circumstances. In this way, he dem- 
onstrated his high-mindedness and superior moral character. Historians wil! judge 
him as he was. Although Peng died of injustive, his revolutionary epirit has 

been kept alive in the hearts and minds of the people. As we now need to reform 
the character of the party, promote the four modernizations, we should emulate 
Prime Minister Peng as our model revolutionary and try hard to uphold the princi- 
ples of dialectical materialism. Irrespective of time, place or the people we 

are dealing with, we must keep in mind the interests of the people, devote our- 
selves wholeheartedly to the party, and speak out and speak the truth. Admittedly, 
people who lived through a long era when lies became a necessary part of life will 
find it difficult to learn to speak the truth, and they may have to practice the 
new way every single day.

PARTY MEMBERS SCORED FOR UNINFORMED CRITICISMS

[Text] In real life there is phenomenon, worthy of our attention, whereby some 
comrades do not thoroughly understand certain problems, do not conduct investiga- 
tions or studies and, under circumetances in which objective facts are not clear, 
right or wrong and truth or falsehood are not distinct, quickly express their 
opinions, criticizing thie and blaming that. Here we will take only the views 
regarding the rural situation as an example; these are expressed as follows: 


One of these views proceeds from a definition or a concept. As the system of job 
responsibility for production is being carried out in the rural areas, there is 

no change at all in the nature of the ownership of means of production. The only 
change is in the method of management under the public ownership of the means of 
production. However, some comrades lack any knowledge of the real conditions. 

When they hear chat a system of job responsibility is in force in rural areas, that 
the scope of labor organization is not as large as before, and that the responsi- 
bility system is always connected with the term “contract,” such as “contract for 
work in small sections,” “contract for specialized jobs," and so forth, they at 

once think in their minds that such practice goes against the pattern of “socialism. 
Therefore they reach the conclusion: "By doing this, do we still want socialien, 
or are we taking the road of retrogression?" 


The second view is based on hearsay and gossip. At present in the rural areas we 
have introduced two forms of responsibility--namely, “contract for work in small 
sections; pay according to quota” and “contract on specialized jobs; pay according 
to combined production.” But the fixing of output quotas for each household and 
the fixing of government requisitions with deducation of reserves are enforced 

in only a few designated areas. However, some comrades do not understand the 

real conditions in rural areas, cannot make clear the line of demarcation between 
the responsibility of contracts for specialized jobs and pay according to combined 
production on the one hand and the fixing of quotas for households and the sharing 
out of land for doing it alone on the other. They mix all these things together, 
often listen to hearsay and gossip, and clamor in chorus: “Now the rural areas 
have all fixed output quotas for every household and divided the fields to do the 
work alone." 
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The third view is to describe the whole situation on the basis of a few special 
cases, and to reject everything, The introduction of the responsibility system 

in agriculture is an important economic reform in our rural areas, In our country, 
the rural areas are vast, and conditions there are very complex and intricate, 
Therefore, ic is unavoidable that there will be deviations in the implementation 
of policies and that some problems will occur, This is understandable, and it te 
also not difficult to correct the mistakes, However, some comrades lack an overall 
understanding of conditions in rural areas, grasp isolated cases ae grounds for 
argument, deseribe the whole situation on the basis of a few special cases, reject 
everything, and depict the entire rural situation as 4 meses by raising the outery! 
"The rural areas are in disorder," 


The fourth view is only one's reasoning on the basis of “assumptions.” The Party 
Central Committee, aiming at the phony socialiem of general poverty trumpeted by 
Lin Biao and the "gang of four,” has adopted a policy of allowing a segment of 
peasants to get rich first, This aleo conforme to the socialist law of "to each 
according to hie work.” Waving a sector of peasants get rich firet meane only 
some difference in the timing of getting rich sooner or later on the common road 
of getting rich, However, some comrades did not investigate the real situation 
in rural areas and, on hearing of the adoption of this policy, immediately reasoned 
on the basis of “assumptions” the: “allowing some people to get rich first means 
leaving some people in further poverty, and there will again be a division of 
society into two opposing extremes!" 


Such arguments as those above are numerous. They give expression not only to the 
current economic policies toward the rural areas but also to the party's other 
current policies, such as reform of cadre policy, reform of leadership in enter- 
prises, the party's policies in culture and art, and foreign policy. Here it should 
be pointed out that most of these comrades did not disapprove of the party's cur- 
rent policies, but only failed to make a careful investigation and study according 
to objective reality. They could not keep up in their minds with the new situation, 
and consequently they expressed opinions which did not conform to objective reality 
and the party's current policies, Therefore, it seems even more important to 
persist in the party's ideological line, to understand correctly the party's cur- 
rent policies, to keep up with the new situation, and to do a good job of investi- 
gation and study. 


Of course, it is not an easy job to carry out investigation and study successfully. 
There are two very important points: One is that the investigation must be very 
“thorough"=-that is, investigation of an issue must be carried out not only into 
the present conditions but also into past history, not only among the members of 
the leadership but also among the masses, paying attention not only to quality but 
also to quantity. It is necessary not only to analyze the situation in a certain 
unit but also to grasp the whole situation. Any investigation which is conducted 
superficially and carelessly can hardly result in correct conclusions. <Any con- 
clusions that are made subjectively, on the basis of selected bits of information, 
will only be farther from the objective truth. 


The other point is that the study must take Marxism-Leninism-Mao Zedong Thought 
for guidance. Only by persistently using Marxist theory and methods to seriously 
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ponder over and study materials obtained from the investigation can we find out 
the laws and reach seientific conclusions, Te do this, we have to read books, 

if we know nothing about the fundamental theory of Marxiem, cannot distinguish 
between materialiem and idealiam, between dialectics and metaphysics, and 

between scientific secialiem and phony socialiem of every description, but treat 
things that are socialist as being capitaliat, and hold fast to things that are 
feudalist as though they were socialiat, then this kind of study will only distort 
objective facts and deviate from objective truth,

GOOD WORK METHODS, HARMFUL ONES, DISCUSSED

[Text] For many years, particularly during the reign of Lin Biao and the "gang 

of four,” two problems have loomed large in our daily work. One ie the problem 

of “standardization,” in which we apply rigid procedures to everything. On the 
other hand, there is the problem of “particularity,” in which we apply arbitrary 
measures in handling our work. These two work methods contradict the idea of in- 
tegration of general and specific approaches in dialectical materialiem. They are 
the products of metaphysical thinking, and they have hurt us a great deal. 


The integration of the general and the specific, and the common and the particular 
is fundamental to objective reality. It is described as the essence of dialectics 
in Comrade Mao Zedong's "On Contradictions," and it forme the basic frame of 
understanding in Marxism. If we do not understand the idea, we are tantamount to 
forsaking dialectics, and people will never understand truth. Mao aiso pointed 
out that such integration in our work methods is necessary for us as people as the 
Communist Party. 


The integration of the general and the particular conveys the notion that indivi- 
dual events are reflected in overall patterns. The general and the particular are 
two sides of a coin, each cannot exist without the other. Hence, when high-ranking 
cadres make plans, set tasks, give orders, or handle operations, they not only have 
to have general guidelines but also they have to allow room for special conditions 
in different districts and departments. This is particularly true owing to the 
immense size of our country, in which diversity is the rule and no general measures 
can be applied effectively to all places. The same is true in individual provinces, 
districts, counties, and communes. However, people who are used to working by 

the book tend to handle work with set rules, standards, and progress. If the 
party upholds grain crops as a key link, these people will disregard local condi- 
tions and put all land under grain crops and ignore the needs for mixed farming. 
The result is grain crops become overwhelmingly dominant to the detriment of all 
other crops. Neglecting mixed farming means that local geographical advantages 

are not suitably utilized and the result is that food production cannot be raised 
When these people think that double-cropping can increase production vis-a-vis 
single-cropping, they all turn to the method regardless of local conditions of 
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temperature, sunshine, soil fertility, and labor. Even hill slopes are put into 
use, Dogmatic application of double=cropping results in decline in yields, 

hie goes to show that standardization without regard for particularity is ab- 
solutely contradictory, the approach te net viable, and it does not serve our pur- 
pose. in terme of agricultural collectivigation, the general guideline is that 
we uphold public ownership and collective production, Depending on such local 
conditions ae the level of productivity, political awareness of people, manage- 
ment experience and so on, we can expect variations in collective work style, 

If we insist on only one model of collectivization and prohibit other forms of 
experimentation, we not only are unable to raise productivity but also we will 
not get the support of the masses. Such an approach will be inimical to agri- 
cultural development and it will dampen the peasants’ enthusiasm for socialism, 
This will affect some areas to such an extent that they will abandon collectivi- 
zation, which in turn will deal a great blow to our overall expectations. Of 
course, we cannot emphazise particularity to the extent that it runs counter to 
collectivisation and dialectical materialiem. This shows that even if we have 

a good idea but our means is too rigid, we not only err on subjectivity but also 
defeat our own purpose. We must seriously educate ourselves on this. 


Since the general and the particular are interwined and are part and parcel of each 
other, the particular can reflect the general. Hence, knowledge of the particu- 
lar can help us understand the general, and it will also help us determine the 
parameters needed to lay down general principles. This is our basis in analyzing 
the situation and using the individual to define the whole. Sy establishing model 
units, we can define our general work methods. We need to know, however, that our 
individual models conform to average situations, and they are not unique models 
which do not reflect the general situation. If we use idiosyncratic cases as our 
models, our experiment in defining general parameters will be in vain. 


individual cases are only part anc parcel of general cases. General cases reflect 
some of the characteristics of individual cases. Hence, our model cases will 
embody special characteristics even though we use them to illustrate general cases. 
Therefore, we cannot get carried away in emulating model cases. Units in different 
areas should not just plainly duplicate our models. 


for many years in the past, people vied with one another to mode! themselves on 
the Dazhai exampl. (which incidentally was a distorted version created by extreme 
lettist ideology). Such indiscriminate and rigid work methods are indicative of 
metaphysical thinking, and we must keep in mind that they have brought about 
havoc to our agricultural sector. 


In order to integrate both general and specific work methods, we must examine any 
situation from a comprehensive point of view. This is to say that we need to 
understand the Special characteristics which exist in a general situation and the 
general in specific conditions as well as the way in which the two are related. 
Hence, by going down to the grass-roots level and into the maisis in analyzing 
various problems, we will be able to realize the heart of the macter and we will 


be in a position to handle both general and specific methods with ease. Those 

mnits who merely follow instructions or models applied in other areas are likely 
to employ sweeping measures. They are unwilling to diligently s udy the problem 
and hence will simply apply the metaphysical method of running aiong the line of 


the least resistance. 





The execution of principles embodied in dialectical materialiam is closely related 
to the way we look at the world, lt is indeed a very hard task to have to under- 
stand matters in concrete and comprehensive terms, Only through hard work and dog- 
gedness in researching problems on a first-hand basis can we hope to grapple 

with truth, and this requires continuous and immense effort. Besides, one needs 

to have 4 strong sense of revolutionary devotion in order to skillfully apply 

work methods to suit local conditions. The courage to uphold truth and to follow 
through the principles of dialectical materialism is indispensable in handling both 
general and specific work styles with effect. 


While we are facing new developments in the course of the four modernizations, 

we need to be pragmatic in dealing with ever-changing situations in order to deitly 
apply both general and specific work methods. So long as we uphold this principle, 
continue to work hard, we will be able to further develop our work methods def ined 
by dialectical materialiam and we will be able to forge ahead in contributing to 
the four modernizations.

IMPORTANCE OF LEGAL SYSTEM, LAW ENFORCEMENT STRESSED 
Safeguard Social Stability

[Text] To preserve our present state of political stability and unity and to en- 
sure the smooth realization of our four modernizations, it is necessary for us to 
use the weapon of law to wage political struggle against the antiparty, anti- 
socialist forces and against 411 kinds of criminal elements. This is a new lesson 
that we have to learn and master as quickly as possible for the present and for 
days to come as we develop our socialist democracy and perfect our socialist 

legal system. 


One of the reasons why this lesson is so important for us to learn is that after 
our party shifted the focus of all its work to the socialist modernizations, econ- 
omic work has become the central task for all the people within this country. 

There is also the fact that "political struggle" was used by Lin Biao and the "gang 
of four” as a tool for their plot to usurp party and state power during the 

10 years of the great calamity. That seems to have a part of our comrades believe 
that now, having rid ourselves of the counterrevolutionary "political struggle” 
stuff of Lin Biao and the "gang of four,’ there is no further need for political 
struggle and that political struggle actually does not exist anymore. This kind 

of idea is obviously not in conformity with the realities of the situation. 


According to the Marxist viewpoint, in a class society the existence of political 
struggle is an objective fact. Of course, in our country the efforts to overthrow 
the reactionary regime of the Kuomintang prior to liberation constituted political 
struggle, so was of course also the suppression of the reactionaries and the land 
reform movement in the early liberation period, and later the struggle against 

Lin Biao and the “gang of four,” all these were political struggles. Even today, 
after the smashing of the "gang of four," when we have the best political condi- 
tions since the sixties, it is an objective fact that within certain limits there 
exists political struggle. For instance, there are a handful of people in a very 
limited number of places who crave nothing short of nationwide chaos, and who 

are now using the exact methods of the "Great Cultural Revolution” to stir up 
trouble with the purpose of creating disturbances. There have been incidents 

of plundering, pilfering, killing and other violence. There are continuously 
cases of people banding together for such economic crimes as smuggling or engaging 
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in speculation and profiteering and other cases of serious violations of the law 
and infractions of discipline, by their character these actiona are reflections, 
to various degrees, of either the contradictions between ourselves and the enemy 
or of a class struggle within the people. Although the number of different people 
who participate in the above activities of various kinds is extremely small, 

they can become a great danger for our present state of political stability and 
unity and for the realization of our four modernizations if they are not dealt 
with in good time and in the appropriate way for each case with most resolute 
measures, and if we let them spread unchecked and let them join up with each other. 
We must therefore mobilize and organize the masses for energetic action and an 
effective atruggle against all the various forces that threaten our stability and 
unity. This struggle without question is also a political struggle. This shows 
that our problem today is not whether we want to acknowledge the existence of po- 
litical struggle but rather how we will guide adroit action as the circumstances 
demand and what methods we should appropriately employ to launch this struggle in 
the right way. 


Through long practice in our past we are well accustomed to launch political 
movements as a means of carrying out political struggle against antiparty, antiso- 
cialist forces and all kinds of criminal elements. We can still justify as neces- 
sary and effective the use of political movements during the period of our prole- 
tarian revolution (including the early years of revolutionary victory) in order 

to mobilize and organize the masses to overthrow the reactionary ruling class and 
seize political power, or to suppress the resistance and sabotage of the overthrown 
exploiting class. However, now that the exploiting class as a class has been elim- 
inated and the violent storm of class struggle on a large scale is a thing of the 
past, and especially now that the proletariat has the political power fairly 
securely in hand, the demand for todzy and for the days to come is for development 
of a socialist democracy and for perfection of the socialist legal system. Under 
these circumstances the continued use of the past methods, the old formula of 
political movements, has been unnecessary and indeed undesirable. We must and 

we also can master the use of the legal weapons (including fines, heavy taxes andd 
such kinds of economic weapons) to fight antiparty, antisocialist forces and var- 
ious criminal elements. 


Here we first of all refer to all serious violations of the Constitution, of laws 
(including government decrees, regulations, etc) and violations of the criminal 
laws, which must a1] be investigated closely to establish responsibilities accord- 
ing to the relevant provisions of the law. The law is the manifestation of the 
will of the ruling class as it has become elevated to an expression of the will 

of the state. It is the rule for behavior and action that has been determined or 
authorized by the legislative organs of the state. It has compulsory power and 
must be observed by everyone. The socialist legal system is the important guaran- 
tee for a political condition of well-protected and developed stability and unity. 
it is a powerful tool that protects the people, safeguards our economy, strikes 
out against our enemy and punishes crimes. Since the establishment of our govern- 
ment, the state has enacted over |,400 laws of various kinds. After smashing the 
"gang of four,’ our party and state both attached great importance to the estab- 
ishment of a socialist legal system. For the first time, such important laws as 
the criminal code and a code of criminal procedure were enacted, and the formula- 
tion of such important laws as the civil code and code of civil procedure were 
vigorously taken in hand. Emphatic calls have gone out to ahcieve a state where 
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there is “law that can be relied upon, law that must be observed, law that must 

be strictly enforced, and law that cannot be violated with impunity” and where 
“everyone is equal before the law." Even though our legislative work still awaits 
further improvement and some of our lawe need further replenishment and perfection, 
we have now, after all, our own laws. Hostile forces that attempt to deatroy our 
social stability and unity and that endanger our public order as well as all other 
criminal elements can be appropriately dealt with by applying the relevant provi- 
sions of the law to investigate them and establish their legal responsibility. 

The recent public trial and conviction of the 10 main culprits of the Lin Biao 

and Jiang Qing counterrevolutionary cliques by the Special Court under the Supreme 
People's Court is an example of successfully dealing with a case in accordance 
with law, which makes it forcefully clear that whoever violates the criminal laws 
must be investigated closely to estabiish criminal responsibility, proceeding 

| » according to law right up to his conviction. To deal with cases according 
w and developing socialist democracy are one and the same thing. Socialist 
iow 18 &@ guarantee for socialist democracy. Law does not allow anyone to repress 
democracy as it also does not allow anyone to flaunt the flag of "democracy" and 
trample law underfoot. There is now a very small group of people in our society 
who consciously or unconsciously advocate a kind of democracy that would do 
without law. Their kind of democracy is certainly not socialist democracy, but 
would lead to a destruction of socialist democracy and its legal system. We 
should deal with them sternly in various ways depending on the different circum- 
stances of the cases. 


Secondly, in carrying out this serious political struggle, we must, on the one hand, 
make a clear distinction according to law as to what is criminal and what is not 
criminal. Those who commit serious errors which, however, do not constitute crimin- 
al offenses, should mainly be subjected to more intensive ideological and politi- 
cal work, and if necessary subjected to disciplinary action by the party or the 
state, helping them to change their standpoint and raise the level of their under- 
Standing. Only if their actions violate criminal law and constitute crimes, must 
they be subjected to investigation to establish legal responsibility and sentenced 


according to law. On the other hand, when it shall bec: ne necessary to investigate 
serious violations of the law to establish legal responsibility of criminal ele- 

ments, the necessary iction must be carried out strictly according to the procedural 
regulations prescribed by law. The procedural regulations are just like operational 


rules governing factcry production which regulate the process of operations. They 
determine for the people's courts, for the procuratorates and the organs of public 
security their jurisdiction and rules of action for each step in the proceedings, 
from placing a case on file and further onto investigation, indictment, trial and 
sentence, and they also determine the rights and duties of the parties to a case 
and of the participants in the proceedings. Marx regarded procedural regulations 
as extremely important, considering it "the life form of the law." Ina vivid fig- 
ure of speech he compared the relationship of procedural regulations with the law 
to “the relationship between the outer form and the plant, the outer form of an 
animal and its blood and flesh." ("Collected Works of Marx and Engels," Vol l, 

» 178) In the past, a great number of cases of miscarriage of justice occurred 

in the course of political struggles. The fundamental reason for this was certainly 
the excesses caused by lef{t-deviationist ideologies. But the legal system was 

not yet perfected, especially in handling cases and the law and its procedures 
would not be strictly followed. On a large scale, proceedings disregarded the 





reatraint of law in so-called political movements to make a "clean sweep of every- 
ching." This is undoubtedly also an important reason. If we now emphasize that 
cases must be handled according to the procedural system and order atipulated in 
our laws, it will be established as an institution and effective guarantee that 
crimes will be exposed, proven by evidence and prosecuted in a correct way, while 
at the same time ensuring that innocent people will not be subjected to investi- 
gations, and the legal rights and interests of citizens will be protected. We shall 
then truly achieve a state where evil elements will not be left to have it their 
way while good people will not be punished for non-existent crimes. This will 
guarantee that in future, political struggle will be waged in a healthier and more 
normal way. 


Learning to use legal weapons in our political struggle will require much additional 
work. It will require propaganda to be launched vigorously on behalf of the 
socialist legal system, to have all cadres and the masses know, understand and obey 
the law. Violations of the state's legal system and sabotaging the system is mainly 
due to antiparty, antisocialist forces and criminal elements, but also due to spe- 
cial privileges assumed by some among the people anarachist ideologies. All crim- 
inal acts, regardless of who the guilty party may be, will be fought by us most 
determinedly. All who violate our criminal laws must be punished according to law. 
We must also exert efforts to strengthen the structure of our legal system. This 
includes resolutely setting about the task of further legislation to enact as quickly 
and perfectlyyas possible concrete, clear, detailed and perfect legal provisions 
that will enable everyone to refer to laws as something that can be relied upon 

and to see the laws that one has to abide by. We shall also have to replenish the 
political-legal organs of all ranks andto train more political-legal personnel who 
will strictly enforce the laws, as we shall also have to raise the level of their 
political ideology and professional standards. If this work is effectively performed, 
we shall have advanced one step further toward having the country administered 
according to law, the struggle against law-breakers conducted with legal weapons, 
and the political situation of stability and unity protected and developed. Thus 

we shall better serve the present economic readjustment and the realization of the 
four modernizations in our country. 


Strengthen Public Security

[Text] To consolidate and protect public security is one of the important tasks 
in strengthening and developing a political state of stability and unity and to 
ensure further smooth readjustments in our economy. 


In the last few years, especially after the Third Plenary Session of the llth CCP 
Central Committee, public security and order in the many cities and widespread 
countryside of our province has continuously improved through an unceasing and sus- 
tained process of rectification and consolidation, and a political situation of 
stability and unity has been effectively maintained. However, we have to recognize 
soberly that there exist at present certain factors which damage and influence pub- 
lic security. For instance, most recently, remaining forces of the Lin Biao and 
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Jiang Qing cliques established secret contacts with each other and showed signs 

of restlessness as if ready to start trouble. A very small group of people, who 
crave nothing short of nationwide chaos, were flaunting the banner of "democracy" 
and "freedom," banded together in illegal organizations, put out illegal publica- 
tions and published reactionary statements to poison, seduce and incite the masses 
in a vain attempt to instigate social unrest by dishing up the stuff that we have 
heard during the "Cultural Revolution." A handful of counterrevolutionary elements 
and some elements hostile to the party and the socialist system wrote up and 

spread reactionary leaflets, fabricated and disseminated political rumors, attacked 
the correct line, direction and policy decided upon at the Third Plenary Session, 
slandered the leaders of party and government and engaged in all kinds of active 
sabotage. There was also a very small number of criminal elements who engaged in 
violence and murder, waylayed people to rob them, raped women, stole and swindled, 
caused explosions, etc. At the same time there is a rash of speculating and profi- 
teering. Some band together to engage in smuggling, in long-distance trafficking, 
driving up prices, disrupting markets and destroying the socialist economic order. 
[In some village commune brigades there have been quite serious cases of unauthorized 


felling of trees, congregating of people for gambling, feudal superstitious activi- 
ties, etc. The facts have repeatedly shown that although the exploiting class has 
been eliminated in our country and class struggle is no more than a serious contra- 
diction in our society, class struggle indeed still exists. The existence of actual 
conditions like these is nothing surprising, but we must not heave sighs of regret 
and resign ourselves helplessly to these facts. We must even less pay no attention 
and let things go on unchecked. We are determined to bring into full play the pow- 
erful might of the socialist legal system. mobilize the masses, rely on the masses, 
and firmly and in good time resort to rigorous measures and necessary action accord- 
ing to our policy and our law; we shall not be softhearted. Otherwise we would 

be neglectful of the aspirations of the people, we would separate ourselves from 
the masses, and we would greatly endanger the present political stability and unity. 
We certainly must not treat these matters lightly. 


For this reason we must first of all with a cool and sober mind preserve at all 
times a high degree of political alertness and on ideological grounds solidly build 
up a revolutionary spirit of daring to take charge and meet the challenge. The 
broad masses of cadres and people are certainly filled with righteous indignation 
at these forces that threaten our social stability and demand that we fight these 
forces resolutely. Some of our comrades unselfishly and unflinchingly come forward 
in defense of our country's and our people's interests; they would ever not shrink 
from sacrificing their lives. Theirs is a high degree of political consciousness 
and a fearless revolutionary spirit which may well serve as example to be respected 
and emulated. However, in the fact of activities that endanger our stability and 
unity, a minority of people will take an attitude of "one bothersome affair is not 
as good as no bothersome affair." For them everything hinges on their personal 
benefit or harm, gain or loss; they will not take charge, they will not dare to 
take charge, they are afraid to offend people, afraid to provoke a dispute. Some 
leading cadres are also afraid of making mistakes and afraid to lose votes, and if 
they run into an issue that concerns the overall situation, they try to skirt 
around it. Objectively, these attitudes raise the aggressiveness and arrogance of 
the evildoers. We must fully realize that when fighting evildoers and evil deeds, 
the truth is on our side, the masses are on our side, and the four basic principles 
as well as the laws and government decrees of our state are forceful weapons in our 
Struggle. Each member of our party and each cadre must fight with a firm, indomi- 
table spirit all evildoers and evil deeds that threaten public security and do 
harm to our stability and unity. 








Some comrades cannot distinguish clearly the borderlines of strengtiiening the 
socialist legal system, strengthening the people's democratic dictatorship and 
promoting socialist democracy, so that even in the fight against evi. doers and 

evil deeds they are afraid of committing the mistake of "repressing d»mocracy." 

It is an important question of principle how to correctly understand and apply the 
socialist legal system and socialist democracy, and this question must now be clar- 
ified. We are determined to promote socialist democracy and are at the same 

time determined to strengthen the socialist legal system. These two things are 

two aspects of the same question, and neither should be overemphasized at the ex- 
pense of the other, neither in cognitive nor in practical respects. The socialist 
democracy that we advocate and implement is one that is under the leadership of 

the party, and the socialist legal system guarantees that this socialist democracy 
is carried out. Democracy and legal system, freedom and discipline are inseparable. 
A democracy that rejects the leadership of the party and wants to do without a | 
legal system is certainly not a socialist democracy and will certainly lead to 
anarchism and the unchecked spread of an extreme individualism. Those ideological 
trends and elements that aim at breaking away from, or that oppose the leadership 

of the party, that negate or oppose socialism, regardless of what sweet tunes 

they may sing and what eye-catching banners of "democracy" and "freedom" they may 
display, are all in actual fact only the "democracy" and "freedom" of a small minor- 
ity that infringes on the democracy and freedom of the majority of people. If 

their nonsense and mischief is not firmly stopped, there may in future be no way 

to guarantee the democratic rights, even the right of existence, of the broad 

masses of the people, and what would then be the position of our four modernizations? 
All activities that sabotage the four basic principles, that sabotage the line, 
direction and policy of the party and that violate the Constitution, laws or govern- 
ment decrees, regardless of under what banner these activities are carried out, 

must all be firmly stopped and investigated. 





To fight all kinds of sabotage and establish an effective public security, we 

must institute a general mobilization on all fronts the leadership of the party 
committees, adopt efficient measures and fight a total war. We must not allow 
ourselves to be baffled and confused by all these incidents of sabotage against 

and impediments to our stability and unity and by the violations of the four 

basic principles; we must not exaggerate them nor belittle them, but must always 
maintain a cool head and be apt at analyzing realistically the actual conditions 

in one's local district and local unit. We must carry out a uniform plan, mobilize 
and organize the masses to actively go into action and fight for the strengthening 
of our stability and unity and for a greater public security. We must strictly 
distinguish and correctly deal with two kinds of contradiction which are not the 
same in character. As to the problems within the people, we must firmly maintain 
that the main principle must be to use persuasion and education. We must be effec- 
tive in doing ideological-political work, working penetratingly and patiently. 

We must solve the problems at the grassroots, solve the problems in their embryonic 
Stages so as not to let conflicts grow virulent. Leadership cadres of all ranks 
must overcome their bureaucratic style of work, show concern for the suffering 

and hardships of the people, help the masses actively solve all those practical 
problems that can be solved with some effort. In the case of problems that cannot 
be solved temporarily, the circumstances and reasons must be explained to the mas ies. 
All departments of the party and the government, the trade unions, the Communist 
Youth League, the Women's Federation and other mass organizations, the Political 
Consultative Conference and the various democratic party organizations must work in 
close coordination, cooperate in a concerted effort, take on responsibilities in a

iy uphold the four basic principles, observe the laws and observe discipline, ob- 
serve public order, cherish and protect state and collective property and further- 
more courageously do battle against antidiscipline and anarchist phenomena as well 
as against violations of the legal systems. If there should be any problems or 
any dissenting opinions, they must be explicitly reported to the higher level 
through normal channels, and no one should take action that could affect stability 
and unity, public order, communications and traffic, so as not to give any oppor- 
tunity to the class enemy and to anybody with ulterior motives. 


To achieve a higher degree of public security, we must bring into full play the 
role of all departments of our public security organs, procuratorial organs and 
people's courts. These departments are the instruments of the people's democratic 
dictatorship; they are the organs that enforce the laws and that bear the important 
responsibility of defending public security. We must strengthen the establishment 
and work of the various departments of our public security organs, procuratorial 
organs and people's courts themselves, and enhance the political and professional 
quality of these forces. We must bring into play the full effectiveness of all 
departments of our public security organs, procuratorial organs and people's courts; 
they are to rely on the broad masses of the people, use the weapon of law, fight 
our enemies, punish criminals, and protect the people. We must promptly fight 
counterrevolutionary elements, enemy agents and spies, those who steal guns and 
ammunition and create incidents with explosives, as well as murderers, arsenists, 
bandits, rapists, robbers and other criminals who do serious harm to public order. 
We must most emphatically fig't those big criminals, habitual criminals, instigators 
of crime and leaders of crimiral gangs. We must also strictly investigate and deal 
according to law with smugglers, speculators and profiteers, persons who instigate 
feudal superstitious activities, who slaughter the masses, who swindle people of 
their money and property, as well as gambling bosses and professional gamblers. 
Under the leadership of the party and the government, let us work ceaselessly and 
unremittingly, of one heart and one mind, to further consolidate our public secur- 
ity, to further develop the fine state of our stability and unity and protect the 
smooth realization of our task of readjustment of the national economy.

NATION'S ‘SERIOUS’ POPULATION PROBLEM EXAMINED

[Text] 1. The Past 


We have been known for a long time as the world's most populous country. However, 
the history of scientific studies of our population problem is very short. The 
first national census conducted since liberation, in 1953, revealed that the total 
population of our country was over 600 million. In the same year the State Council 
issued a directive asking the medical and health agencies to assist in the birth 
control work. The long term program of 1956 for the development of science and 
technology included a project to diepatch scientific and technical personnel abroad 
to study the science of population. In the same year, the esteemed Premier Zhou 
formally announced “we must carry out family planning.” Riding on the crest of the 
momentum, the anthropograshy center of the Geography Department, East China Normal 
University, was established in 1957 with the approval of the Ministry of Education. 
This was soon followed by an upsurge of leftist ideology which identified the study 
of population with the propagation of the Malthusian theory of population. Those 
engaged in population studies were violently attacked and castigated, and many 

were even labelled rightists. Since then there has been neither a single individual 
who dared to tackle the study of population nor a single organization devoted to 
population research. The problem of tabulating the population increase and the ratio 
between population increase and economic development were not even included in the 
agenda of state economic planning. 


For more than 20 vears immediately after liberation, the population increased with- 
out anv control. The population grew to a total of 650 million, with an annual rate 
f increase of more than 29 million in 20 consecutive vears, 10 of which showed an 
annual increase of 25 million. As the rate of natural increase of our population 
wert wav over the world’s average, the ratio between our population and that of the 
world has gone up to 1:4, from a 1:5 ratio in the early vears after liberation. In 
1973, the State Council formed a pilot unit on family planning to work for the con- 
trol of population increase. But the study of population probleme did not win an 
official lease on life until the overthrow of the “gang of four,” especially after 
1978. With the approval of Vice Premier Chen Muhua [7115 1970 5478] and full support 
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given by the pilot unit on family planning of the State Council, a national seminar 
on population was held in Beijing in Nevember 1978 under the auspices of the Pop- 
ulation Research Office of the Chinese People's University. The 171 participants, 
who presented over 30 papers, were teachers from 49 colleges and universities, re- 
searchers of 9 different cosearch unite, teachers of party schools and the respon- 
sible heade of the family plano.og offices of 28 provinees, municipalities and 
autonomous regions. Thies wae the first nationwide seminar on population studies 
held sinee the founding of new China. It was followed by a second national seminar 
on population studies held in Chengdu, Sichuan, in December 1979, The 255 delegates 
represented 60 colleges and universities, 14 scientific and technological research 
organs, and the party schools and family planning offices of 31 provinces, munici- 
palities and autonomous regions. They presented a total of 147 papers, books and 
journals on population. Compared with the seminar of 1978, the number of delegates 
increased by a total of 84 and the number of papers increased four times, The 
scope of population studies also expanded in breadth and depth, signaling a rebirth 
of the science of population, 


2. The President 


Our country's population problem is really serious. Today “hina has a population 

of over 970 million, 650 million of which are postliberation additions, constituting 
43 percent of the total population. This is three times the population of the 
United States and six times that of Japan. Such rapid population increase, which 
makes our economic development, improvement of the people's livelihood and employ- 
ment programe more difficult, has become a serious threat to the progress of our 


eecialist conatruct ion. 


we Are a big agri iltural country with a farm populat ion of more than 800 million, 
over 80 percent of the total population. Thus the basic role of agriculture in 
our national economy is uniqee. The uncontrolled population growth has led to a 
series of problems awaiting solution, such as the contradiction between population 
growth and reduction of arable land, the problem of potential “overpopulation” and 


full employment, the changing employment structure of the population, the ratio 
between urban and rural population, and the movement of population between differ- 
ent feeione, 

China and the Unit States are roughly equal in area, but the area of our arable 
land is only half that of the United States, while our population is 4.5 times the 
Amer ix an populat ion. Al though aericultural production takes only A pe re ent of the 


American labor for: «, ites 1976 grain production exceeded 590 billion jin, averag- 
ine -, 730 jin per « apita. As 9f) percent of the annua! grain product ion is enough 
to Meet domestic needs within the United States, the remaining 6) percent is avail- 


ible for export. The United States is the world's leading grain exporter, with 
grain exports goin: to both the Soviet Union and China. With an 80 percent farm 
population, in 197% China produced over 690 billion jin of grain, about 614 jin per 
capita, which is often tnadequate. We imported as much as 20 billion jin of grain 
in 1979, mparir ia with the United States, the difference is alarmingly 
great. 

Extensive investigation ind researte have been launched in the past 2 vears to 
larifv the relationshit etween population erowth and the deve | opme nt of agricul- 
ture in al! parts of t uuntry. In 1978, the party Central Committee designated 
Luanchengxian, Hebei, as a ‘entif experiment base for agricultural modernization 





in China. Led by the Chinese Academy of Sciences, many academic inatitutes and 
achools conducted careful investigations and studies of Luanchengxian, Their fruit- 
ful findings present not only greater in-depth knowledge of the conditions in 
Luanchengxian but also a comparative analysis of the conditions in all parte of 
China based on the data gathered in Luanchengxian. 


Luanchengxian, an alluvial plain south of Shijiazhuang, is 360 square kilometers in 
area, tts total population in 1978 wae 271,000, and the average population density 
per kilometer was /50, about twice the population density of Belgium and Holland, 
two of the world's densely populated countries. According to 1978 statistics, the 
area of its cultivated land was 473,000 mu or 87.4 percent of ite total area, 
averaging only 1.79 mu of cultivated land per capita of the farming population, 
which amounts to 264,000 or 97 percent of its total population. 


Luanchengxian plain is rather poor in forestry and animal husbandry. It grows wheat 
in winter and the summer crops are corn and cotton. The reclamation index of the 
entire xian is 83.9 percent, and its replanting index is 154.7 percent. The per 
unit vield of wheat is comparatively high, reaching 726 jin in 1976. According to 
1978 statistics, the grain production of the entire xian was 336.26 million jin, or 
j.1 times that of 1949, and the grain surrendered to the state was 85.3 million jin. 
The per capita income of the farming population went up from 61 yuan in 1965 to 81 
yuan in 1975, an increase of only 20 yuan in 10 years. Between 1969 and 1976 the 
farming population of the entire xian grew from 240,000 to 269,000, a net increase 
of 29,000 persons. The increase in population alone pulled down the per capita 
income by 10.5 vuan. 


According to findings, in the past when farming was done manually--one person, one 
beast, one plow--each farm worker on the average cultivated 8-10 mu of land per 
year. Today each farm worker cultivates only 3.93 mu of land in spite of improved 
and better production facilities such as mechanized equipment (30 percent), water 
conservancy facilities, chemical fertilizers and means of transport. If we figured 
that each farm worker still cultivatee 10 mu of land, we would have a surplus 

labor force of 52,840 persons, about 50 percent of the labor force actually commit- 
ted to farming. This shows a noticeable underemployment of the labor force and 
very serious potential overpopulation. 


According to statistics over the years, the population of the entire xian has 
jumped from 171,439 in 1949 to 271,016 in 1978, up 158 percent from that of 1949, 
or an average natural population growth of 15.5 percent. In his article, "The 
Realization of the Four Modernizations Requires Planned Control of Population 
Growth,” Vice Premier Chen Muhua pointed out clearly that the objective and require- 
ment of control over population growth in our country is to strive to cut back the 
rate of natural population growth to zero by the end of this century. The first 
stage of the projection is to cut back the rate of natural population growth of 
about 5 percent by 1985, and then to reduce the rate to zero in the second stage 
by the year 2000. With tnis in view, the total population of the entire xian by 
1985 is estimated at 281,334 and by 1990 at 286,639. There is already a definite 
amount of surplus labor, even though the mechanized farming facilities possessed 
by the entire xian today are only 30 percent of that required. When the agricul- 
ture is completely mechanized, it will no doubt replace a huge amount of labor 
force. Consequently, the utilization of this surplus manpower will be an extreme- 
ly taxing problem. 
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Now let us take a look at Rudongxian of Jiangsu, which produces mostly grain and 
eotton, It is 1,75) square kilometers in area, Its population was more than 
600,000 right after liberation. There were 1.67 million mu of cultivated land, 
each person had an average of 2.34 au of arable land (in 1950) and the per capita 
grain production was 582 jin (1949), Over 30 years of uncontrolled population 
growth has led to the contradiction of too many people and not enough land. The 
absolute population of the entire xian by the end of 1977 was 1.07 million, up by 
about 45 percent compared with that immediately following Liberation, averaging 

617 persons per square kilometer. It thus became one of the densely populated xian 
in our country. However, due to extensive capital construction on arable Land, the 
area of farmland was cut back to 1,427 million mu (1977). The average of cultivated 
land per capita in the xian went down to 1.33 mu, down 1 mu per capita compared with 
that immediately after Liberation. Between 1971 and 1976, the average amount of 
grain allotted to each commune member per year was only 450 jin. So, uncontrolled 
population growth became a serious obstacle to the development of production and 
higher standard of living for the people. In view of these conditions, Rudongxian 
stepped up its family planning to control population growth. The result was so 
spectacular that the rate of natural population growth fell back to 3.3 percent in 
1976, 1.7 percent lower than the index of natural population growth which our 
government has recently projected for 1985. It must be pointed out that even in 
this xian which leads the whole country in family planning, the annual average area 
of cultivated land per capita dropped by 0.01 mu between 1970 and 1977. If this 
trend were to continue, the average area of cultivated land per capita would fall 
to about | mu by the vear 2000, 


The contradiction between population increase and reduction of cultivated Land is 
found not only at the xian level but also at the provincial and national levels. 
Take Zhejiang, a comparatively mountainous province, for example. Due to lack of 
reclamation of new arable land and increasing requisition of land since 1952, the 
total area of its cultivated land dropped from 30.62 million mu in 1952 to 27,57 
million mu in 1978. During the period, its total population went up from 20.83 
million to 37.51 million, while its farming population went up from 17.75 million 
to 33.22 million. As the farming labor force jumped from about 7 million to 14.65 
million, the area of cultivated land each person may own and the area of cultivated 
land cach farm worker can cultivate became smaller and smaller. Figured in terms 
of the per capita irea of cuicivated land allotted to its tarming population, the 
average has dropped from 1.63 mu in 1952 to 0.83 mu in 1978. 


Right after liberation (194°), our country had 1.6 billion mu of cultivated land 
ind a population vo ‘S millton. The average per capita area of cultivated land 
was 2.92 mu. According to figures published by the National Bureau of Statistics 


in Mav 1980, the pepulation of the whole country (not including Taiwan) has gone 


ip to 970 millfon, with 1.49 billion mu of cultivated land, averaging 1.43 mu per 
capita, a drop of .59 mu trom the average tmmediately after liberation. This is 
the smallest per mita area of ultivated land recorded in the historv of our 
ountry. Compared wi f f the world's dense! populated countries, the average 
per capita area of cultivated land in our country ranks on! ibove that of Japan 
(O.7 mu) and Egypt (1.1 mu) and far below that of the United States (14.3 mu), 


Canada (27.5 mu) and Austraiia (48.5 mu). 





The area of cultivated land each farming worker actually cultivates has dropped 
from 8 mu in the 1950's to 5 mu at present, The size of the rural labor force 

will keep growing up to the end of this century. Although we still have wasteland 
worth reclaiming, it is Limited in area, Comparing th. existing labor force with 
the area of cultivated land, there is a surplus of manpower. Moreover, we "ve to 
keep in mind that modernization of agriculture will sharply increase the productivity 
of farming labor and drastically cut back the size of the farming population. The 
ratio of farming population in the total population of any country with modernized 
agriculture has dropped considerably. The ratio of farming population in the total 
population has dropped to 9.5 percent in France, 12.5 percent in Italy, and 25 
percent in the Soviet Union. Our farming population is still 80 percent of the 
total population. Thus, the study of population problema is just as important as 
the study of economic problems. The control of population growth is a vital pre- 
requisite to the realization of the “four modernizations." 


The pace of converting rural population to city population has been rather slow in 
our country. The «ity population of our country has increased by nearly 65 million 
in about 30 years, and of this amount 52 million represents the natural increase in 
city population. So the ratio of rural population converted to city population is 
only 9 percent of the growth of city population. Due to the disruption of our 
national economy by the "“gane of four," many educated city youths were forced to 

go to the villages under the influence of the extreme leftist ideolo y. With large 
cardinal numbers in existence, the rate of rural population increase actuall: 
exceeds the rate of increase of our city population. Consequently, the ratio be- 
tween city and rural population has remained practically unchanged for a long time 
(the ratio of city population in our total population was 10.84 percent in 1952, 
and 12.51 percent in 1978). The existing ratio is only lower than that of the 
early 1960's (16.84 percent in 1960). This ratio is lower than that in many 
developing countries. The ratio of city population in the total national popula- 
tion is 32 percent in the Philippines, 26 percent in Pakistan and 21 percent in 
India. Our ratio is the same as that of Ethiopia, in Africa. Our rural population 
is bound to drop and the city population is bound to increase as we proceed with 
the “four modernizations," and so urbanization of the population is unavoidable. 
Industrialization leads to urbanization. This is an objective law. The prob'em 

of urbanization of the population will keep presenting itself no matter whe her we 
develop medium and small cities or build new urban centers in the villages to 
absorb surplus rural population. Thus, the study of anthropography should include 
planning tor orderly conversion of rural population to industrial urban population, 
i rational distribution of urban population centers throughout the country and the 


desirable size of the urban population. 


}. The Future 


The science of popu tion vers many different areas. We could study populativo 
from the standpoint of sociology, political economy, agriculture or even medicin« 
and health. No matter what our approach is, we must alwavs remember the relation- 
ship between population and geography. This means the distribution of population 
over the territory of a country falls within the purview of anthropography. Th 


distribution of population in various sectors of the globe is tied to the materia 
production and living conditions of the residents of each sector as well as the 
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impact of topography, «limate, seil and hydrology on villages engaged in agri- 
cultural preduction and cities engaged in industry and commerce, and the general 
population distribution, These come under anthropographic studies of atatic geo- 
graphical distribution of the population. <A certain number of population movements 
usually occur as poeple meve about to make a living or when a state develops its 
territories, These movements, not necessarily limited to a single country, might 
develop into international or intercontinental population movements. In modern 
history, the migration of people to the New World is a concrete example of global 
or intercontinental population movement. These are important topics of anthropo- 
graphic studies, For example, our country might be divided into the southeastern 
and the northwestern The former, consisting mostly of plains and hills, 
has enough rainfall to make most of it fit for agriculture and is more densely 
populated, The northwestern half, consisting mostly of plateaus and high mountains, 
has a dry climate and only a limited amount of aretbie land and is therefore very 
sparsely populated, 


halvea, 


The differences’ in temperature and rainfall in the southeastern half account for 
the differences in crops and svstem of farming and differnet population density in 
various regions, for exarple, it is possible to have three crops a vear in south 


China, The Changiiane and Huaihe valleva are centers of two-« rop paddy, The dry 
land along the Huanehe vallev is eood for two crops, moativ winter wheat. The 
regions north of the Great Wall and in the northeast are good for only one crop tin 
summer. As the sevatem of farming and the kind and volume of grains produced 
differ from one region to another, the size of population thev feed also differs. 
In the densely populated plains along the coastal regions of eastern China, the 


population per square kilometer is over 400, or even over 800 in certain localities, 
In t sparsely populated regions of western China, the population per square kilo- 
meter is less than 10 persons, and some desert regions are simply uninhabited. In 


a word, anthropography is concerned mainly with the distribution and movement of 


population, and this covers two different aspects, namely rural and urban anthropo- 
graphy. With emphasis on the distribution of material production, it studies the 
law of population distribution in relation to space, and this {s tied to the 

social Svstems, ¢ regional productivity aj.d the leve yf economic development 

of ti various countries. Consequentiv, anthropography serves as the basis for 
static or dynamic studiee of the population of China and also for a study of the 
current population and a protection of the future population of China.

last January also directed ita attention to the development of anthropography and 
made it the major focal point of geography from now on. It also suggested publish= 
ing a journal called "Population and Urban Geography" so as to contribute the 
fruits of its studies to the realization of the four modernizations, 


Anthropography is 4 new branch of geography. As it is comprehensive in nature, 

it is closely related to anthroposociology and anthropoeconomics, It is insepar- 
able from population politics and world economics, We must study not only our own 
anthropography but aleo that of various countries and of the whole world. It is 
hoped that the population spectalists of all sectors will join together to fight 
for the four modernizations of our country and world peace.

SPARETIME, CONTINUATION SCHOOLS ACTIVE; WORK LAUDED

[Text] Local organizations of the China Guomindang Revolutionary Committee, the 
China Democratic League, the China Democratic National Construction Association, the 
China Association for Promoting Democracy, the Chinese Peasants and Workers Demo- 
cratic Party, the Jiu San Society, the All-China Federation of Industry and Com- 
merce, and the China Vocational Education Society have set up 50 sparetime schools, 
continuation schools, and regular academic lectures of all kinds in 22 of the 
country's large and medium cities; there are about 20,000 in-service staff and 
workers and youths awaiting employment who are participating in the study at these 
schools. Last October the Guomindang Revolutionary Committee's Guilin Municipal 
Committee set up a sparetime continuation school, concentrating on the teaching of 
foreign languages to serve the tourist industry in Guilin. A retired member of the 
China Democratic League united with members of other democratic parties and groups 
to establish the Dongfeng Sparetime University, appointed 15 concurrent teachers, 
and recruited 447 students; 80 percent of these students were in-service staff and 
workers. With the support of the Education Bureau and other units, the Tianjin 
Municipal Committee of the China Association for Promoting Democracy opened up an 
advanced study class for middle school language core teachers. Under the support 
of the Hangzhou Municipality's Education Bureau and Commerce Bureau, members of the 
China Democratic National Construction Association and the All-China Federation of 
industry and Commerce set up the Qianjiang sparetime school. The Beijing Municipal 
Committee of the Chinese Peasants and Workers Democratic Party conducted a Chinese 
medical seminar in Beijing by inviting old Chinese medical doctors and well-known 
Chinese medical doctors to impart their learning and practical experience. In con- 
junction with concerned units, the Beijing branch of the Jiu San Society established 
the Beijing night school of law to recruit working personnel from the public 
security, procuratorial, and court departments. The China Vocational Education 
Society established by Mr Huang Yanpei [7806 3508 1014] during his lifetime last 
year restored the two China vocational schools in Shanghai and Kunming. Some other 
netbers of democratic parties and groups also set up various continuation classes. 





These sparetime schools, continuation schools, and continuation classes have been 
earnestly welcomed by varlous circles. According to an introduction by responsible 
person Wang Genzghong [3769 5327 0112] of the China Vocational Education Society, 

the Shanghai vocational school originally decided to recruit 300 persons. Those 
who registered on the first day numbered 2,000, and those who registered on the 
second day also numbered 2,000; the registrants braved the rain and lined up outside 
in a most orderly manner. Thus, the school was forced to recruit as many as 1,310 
persons. Comrade Zhu Zeng [2621 1073) of the Beijing branch of the Jiu San Society 
reported that at Chaoyang District Sparetime University which they had helped 
establish, most of those participating in the study there were in-service staff and 
workers; their enthusiasm was great, and their rate of attendance usually stood 
above 90 percent. Some students often had no time to eat their supper, so they would 
go to the classes while eating dumplings on their way. Responsible comrades of 
Guilin's foreign operations praised how the foreign language continuation school 
opened by the Guomindang Revolutionary Committee contributed to the training of 
foreign affairs cadres. Hangzhou's Qianjiang sparetime school was named the Red 
Flag unit of peasant and worker education by the municipality. Municipal leaders 
praised them for hiving "made contributions to the development of peasant and worker 
education and the clevation of the level of sctence and culture." 


Why were these schools welcomed by various circles? The Hunan Provincial Committee 
of the China Democratic League conducted an investigation, and their opinion was 
that, first, running schools in so many different wavs really opened up new channels 
for training talents; second, the schools adhered to the principle of operating on 
the basis of industry and frugality and required no increased state investment; and 
third, these schools provided a good opportunity for the retired members of the 
parties and groups to contribute their knowledge and their efforts to the four 
modernizations. The vice chairman of the Central Committee of the Guomindang Rev- 
Olutionary Committee, Jia Yibin [6328 0076 2430], said that in running the schools, 
the democratic parties and groups really "killed three birds with one stone." First 
of all, they opened up broad avenues to learning by setting up schools in various 
forms. Their undertakings were thus beneficial to economic readjustment and politi- 
cal stability todav. Second, what they did was beneficial to the reactivation of 
the work of the parties and groups themselves, and thus it opened up various 
channels for shifting the focus of the work of these democratic parties and groups 
to serving the construction of the four modernizations. Third, what they did was 
beneficial to the »robilization of the enthusiasm of members of the democratic 
parties and groups in serving the four modernizations.

COOPERATLON ENHANCING HIGHER EDUCATION IN SHANGHAI

[Investigatory report: "An Important Approach To Enhancing the Quality of Educa- 
tion--An Investigation Into the Cooperation Developed by Institutions of Higher 
Learning in Shanghai") 


[Text] During the past year, several tens of institutions of 
higher learning in Shanghai have cooperated in exchanging 
teaching schedules, appointing each other's teachers to do 
concurrent teaching, attending each other's selective courses, 
handling scientific research through common efforts, exchang- 
ing academic ideas, and meeting each other's needs on books, 
information data, and laboratory equipment, thereby enhancing 
the quality of their education. Under the condition that the 
present school system is not to undergo any change, there is 
room for continued development of this cooperation in certain 
areas." 


Recently, this reporter investigated the situation in which Shanghai's institutions 
of higher learning have developed cooperation among themselves. I came to feel that 
this cooperation among institutions of higher learning in Shanghai go* started 
fairly early, that their action was conscious, that the forms of their cooperation 
have been versatile, and that they have developed gradually from easier to more 
difficult undertakings and have already achieved some results. This has become an 
important approach to enhancing the quality of education. 


Fully recognize the significance of institutions of higher learning developing co- 
operation among themselves; heighten their enthusiasm to participate in cooperation. 


Comrades of Shanghai's institutions of higher learning are of the opinion that 
cooperation is needed in the training of talented persons for socialist construction 
and is needed in doing a good job of managing higher education. Every university 
has now gathered a contingent of precious talent with pertinent expertise and has 
concentrated some advanced laboratory equipment and more plentiful books and data. 
If cooperation can be developed, each will be able to undertake more teaching and 
scientific research tasks, and everyone will be able to give full scope to the role 
of its reputable teachers. Upper class students and graduate students may attend 
courses at an institution other than their own, and this will be beneficial to en- 





hancing the quality of teaching. Besides, the study of many sue noeerning new 


subjects must depend on the cooperative efforts of many disciplines; it nner 
adequately accomplished by the limited strength of @ single inatitut In t 

case of a single-discipline university, its need for cooperation tn ° indertak| 

of scientific research is even greater. Basing themselve n ws in understanding, 


almost all institutions of higher learning in Shanghai have been participat 
the cooperative ventures to difterent degrees. 


Quality of education enhanced through cooperation between tnstit 
ation between corresponding disciplines. 


The forms through which Shanghai's institutions of higher learning 
their cooperation are versatile. In the main, there are ts t 


The first type is cooperation among institutions. f thi 

cooperation among institutions as a whole; for instance, 

cooperation between Fudan University, Tongji University, t Norma : t 
sity, Jiaotong University and the First Medical College of Sha . the eat 
interinstitutional cooperation established. There ar: erative mmitt 

a liaison center for these five institutions; five operative tear te 
research, international exchange, laboratory equipment, , é nf ormat 
are organized, and responsibilities are distributed amo the f tive tit 
tions. The cooperative teams propose their own respective perat 

develop their activities according to those plans. Following the « 
five-institution cooperation, the Science and Technology Universit ang ; 
the Industrial University of Shanghai, the Second Medical llege f Shanghai, 
Shanghai Normal Colleg . and the Shanghai Agricultural College also set up a 


cooperative committee. Not long ago, nine ministry-run universities and colleges 
and eight special institutes started to talk about establishing a cooperative or- 
ganization. In addition, 43 vocational and engineering universities started to 
develop cooperation according to the systems to which they belong. In addition ¢t 
overall cooperation, there has been interinstitutional cooperation »!so on a given 
specialty or a given research topic. For instance, the First Medical College and 
Jiaotong University, and the Second Medical College and the Science and Technology 
University respectively have been providing the specialty of medical engineering 
jointly, and the two programs have already recruited students on two occasions. 
Last year, Jiaotong University and the Normal University, and a branch of the 
Foreign Languages [Institute and the Normal University, respectively, joint!v pro- 
vided mechanics, electronics, and guided-tour selfsupporting nonresident co!lege- 
level classes, etc. 


The component projects ot these cooperative programs have all developed step by 
step from the fairly easy ones to the more difficult ones. The cooperation among 
the five institutions including Fudan University, Jiaotong University, etc. began 
with matters on which cooperation was both urgently needed and actually feasible. 
From the first meeting of the five-institution cooperative committee in December 
1979 up to November 1980, thev have done work in the following areas: 


l. Exchanging teaching schedules and teaching management experience. The dean's 
offices of the five institutions exchanged their teaching schedules, plans on in- 
structional work for the new semester, and executive plans for an individual 

semester (including all undergraduate and graduate courses of the vocational uni- 
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versities), and also held seminars on how to improve teaching methods, how gifted 
students should be given exceptional training, and questions of the like. 


Appointing eaci) other's teachers to do concurrent teaching. Jiaotong University 
invited teachers from the theoretical physics teaching and research office of the 
phyve ios department of the Normal University to lecture on electrodynamics, analyti- 
cal dynamics, quantum mechanics, and similar subjects. A teacher in the mathematics 
department of Fudan University taught "multiple integral calculus" for tie Normal 
University's Class 77 students. This course had never been given before. 


', Mutually attending tmprovement courses and selective courses, as preferred. 
Courses given by the several institutions for graduates and undergraduates may be 
mutually audited by each other's students. When Fudan University's mathematics 
department ran its several important lectures, it invariably tcok the initiative to 
intorm the Normal University to send teachers to attend them. Jiaotong University's 
specialties, such as computers and mechanics, were also open to other institutions. 


+. Handling selentific research through cooperative efforts. The five institutions 
exchanged their topic selection plans on scientific research, and they made arrange- 
ments for cooperation on the three major scientific," and "application of computers 
in the search for bibliographical and information data" so that, on the basis of 
their respective effort to develop their individual research, they could also fight 
oint battles. The cooperation undertaken by the Science and Technology University 
ind Fudan University to study and produce chromosome automatic analyzers and the 
joint efforts made by the First and the Second Medical College and the College of 
Chinese Medicine to develop an analysis of radial artery pulse waves and study its 
linical application both achieved rather great progress. 
5. Mutually providing conveniences with respect to academic exchanges. Whenever 
ictivities such as inviting foreign experts to lecture were planned, these [plans ] 
were conveved to the several institutions in time, and quotas of participants in 
such activities were taken care of. Tongji University printed its schedule of 
lectures to be given by invited foreign experts and distributed it to other insti- 
tutions. From September to November last year, nearly 60 teachers at four insti- 
tutions, including Fudan University and the Normal University, attended short-term 
lectures and activities presided over bv 12 foreign experts. 


6. Meeting each other's needs on bibliographical and information data so as to 
make full use of them. Libraries of the five institutions implemented a policy of 


P P ° ° ° ° . Ps ’ 
interlibrary circulation; thev printed and distributed generally accepted reader's 
identification cards. The institutions also exchanged catalogues of their major 
laboratory equipment and provided an inventory of large equipment for cooperative 
use, 

The second type is cooperation between corresponding disciplines. Institutions of 


higher learning in the municipality have established a total of 33 cooperative 


teams; of these, 22 were organized by undergraduate institutions, 6 by special in- 
stitutes, and 5 by vocational and industrial universities. The activities of these 
30-odd corresponding discipline cooperative teams have been very vigorous. They 
have done plenty of work with respect to the compilation of teaching materials, the 
training of teachers and assistant teaching personnel, and the development of 





academic activities, The three cooperative teams on philosophy, political economy, 
and party history have compiled more than 1 million words of teaching materials. 
In 1979 the engineering teaching cooperative team ran two sparetime advanced study 
classes on "Probabilities and Mathematical Statistics" and "Linear Algebra" for 
young and middle-aged teachers of the municipality's 20-odd higher institutions, 
thereby solving some teacher shortage difficulties in the higher institutions' 
handling of follow-up courses in higher mathematics. The higher institutions' 
library cooperative team ran 20 basic knowledge lectures on library operations and 
trained nearly 500 library workers as a result. The various cooperative teams or- 
ganized by the vocational and industrial universities have run nearly 30 terms of 
teachers’ advanced studies classes, with over 1,000 teachers joining the advanced 
studies. 


Cooper ton among higher institutions in Shanghai awaits continued development. 


The cooperation among the higher institutions in Shanghai is a preliminary, limited 
kind of cooperation; it belongs to the "mutual aid team" or "primary cooperative" 
stage. If this kind of cooperation, especially interinstitutional cooperation, 
takes a further step, it is liable to encounter certain limitations of the existing 
systems and policies. For instance, Shanghai's 23 minisctry-run universities are 
under the jurisdiction respectively of 17 different ministries, and its 26 local 
higher institutions are under the jurisdiction respectively of 18 different bureaus. 
Because the institutions enjoy little autonomy and the requirements of the various 
ministries and bureaus also vary, cooperation is very difficult to develop on cer- 
tain things. But comrades of the five institutions--Fudan, Jiaotong, Tongji, the 
Normal University, and the First Medical College--are of the opinion that, given 
the condition that the existing institutional systems and ownership of manpower and 
financial and material resources undergo no changes, as long as leaders make up 
their minds and unify their thinking, cooperation can still take another step for- 
ward in the following five areas: 


l. Exchange of teachers. They should change the long-standing approach of "breed- 
ing among close relatives' among the teaching ranks. When they select undergraduates 
and graduates for retention, the institutions must make recommendations to each 

other and carry out equitable exchanges. While making such exchanges, they must 

not limit themselves within corresponding specialties. 


2. Joint undertaking of tasks under a certain large-scale project of scientific 
research. They should give full play to the strongpoints of the five institutions 
and their multidisciplinarv characteristics, grasp a large-scale project in environ- 
mental science, and trv to tackle key problems and achieve a breakthrough. 


3. Joint running of new specialties. They should unite Fudan's economics depart- 
ment, Jiaotong's technical management, the Normal University's educational manage- 
ment, Tongji's engineering management, and the First Medical College's medical man- 
agement to run a management science department. Each ins-itution should first offer 
relevant management specialties according to its own characteristics. Then the five 
institutions should establish a management science committee to conduct unified 
research into such important questions as decisions on teaching schedules, the 
Setting up of courses, the main direction of attack in teaching, and scientitic 
research. Under the condition that the existing teaching staffs undergo no changes, 
the institutions mav mutually appoint teachers to undertake the teaching in basic 
courses and specialty courses and also scientific research projects, and their 
students mav also attend courses at each other's institutions. 








4, With regard to laboratory equipment, the five institutions should, on the basis 
of the previous cooperation, carry out joint discussions on the building of key 
laboratories, the making up of deficiencies in higher precision and large instru- 
ments, formulate pertinent plans, and seek to realize them respectively. In so 
doing, they should meet others’ needs with what each has. 


>. With respect to extern»! academic exchanges and the invitation of foreign 
experts, the institutions should consider their plans together in advance and com- 
bine the resources of the five institutions to strengthen their investigation and 
study.

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During the 1950's and 1960's, our country basically maintained high rates of birth 
and natural population growth. Deapite several ups and downs, such as a slight 
decline of the birth rate during the difficult period; a high birth rate in the 
early part of the 3} years of readjustment, a downward trend after a period of 
propaganda and education; another upawing during the Great Cultural Revolution; 
and a suatained decline in the 1970's, the birth rate of most cities was below 

20 per thousand in 1973 and the natural growth rate in many cities was Lower 

than LO per thousand in 1974, 


The sustained high birth rate for more than two decades in our country has brought 
about certain special characteristics in the age composition of our urban 
population, such as the high proportion of the under-age group, below 16 years. 

In 1953, the number of people under 16 years in the country was 34 percent of the 
urban population, and rose to nearly 45 percent in B64, 


According to our population data collected in the past several years, the age 
composition of the urban population is: 0-6 years, 12 percent; 7-16 years, about 
21-24 percent; 17-55 (female) and 17-60 (male) years, approximately 55-58 
percent; above 56 (!emale) and above 61 (male) years, approximately 7-9 percent, 


[l. Preliminary Vision of Age Composition in the Urban Population of China 


Based on the data on the age composition of an urban population of more than 40 
million in more than 60 cities, including Beijing, Shanghai, Tianjin, Shenyang, 
Wuhan, Guangzhou, Chengdu, Shijiazhuang, Zhengzhou, Xining, Yantai, Pingxiang, 
Dukou, Changde, Lhasa and Xiamen in 1975, we set up different hypothetical 

birth rates and birth coetficients from which we worked out several age composi- 
tion projects. One of them was based on the urban population in 1976-2000 and 
projected as folloy s31 
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(1) In the old cities, the present proportion of the 0-16 age group is low. 

For example, te ta 30.99 percent in Wuhan; 28.15 percent in Fughou; 29,11 percent 
in langzhou; and 24.32 percent in Tlanjin. All these are below the national 
average value of 36,75 percenté of urban population. This proportion is higher 
in some new cities and small cities. For example, it is 38.24 percent in Luoyang 


and 37,96 percent in Yanji. 


(2) In the old cities, the present proportion of the old age group is high. For 
example, it ts 9.44 percent in Wuhan, 10.87 percent in Tianjin; and 10,40 percent 
in Hangzhou, which are higher than the national average value of 7.6 percent of 
urban population. The 6.44 percent in Luoyang and 5.11 percent in Yanji are below 
the national average value. 


(3) In the large cities and old cities, according to the projection, the 
population tends to become old faster, and the proportion of old people in the 
population is also high. For example, it is 15.6 percent in Wuhan, 18.27 percent 
in Hangzhou, 17.88 percent in Tianjin, 18.32 percent in Fuzhou, which is higher 
than the projection for the national population as a whole, and even more 80 as 
compared with the 14.55 percent of Luoyang and 13.05 percent of Yanji. 


(4) In cities Like Taivuan and Shijiazhuang, the present age composition of the 
population in younger, but in 2000, it will be about the same as those of the old 
cities. The changes tn this category of cities requires further study. 


Ili. Proposed Data and Revised Values of the Age Composition in 2000 


Based on the projection of the age composition of population in 2000 and the 
foresasts on some typical cities, we make the following preliminary proposals 
to be used as reference in working out the scope of development and in planning 
quotas for the urban population:

The method of computation ia based on the apecific conditiona in each city. 
First, use the Table of Projection of the Age Composition of Urban Population 

in 2000 (Table 1) according to concrete conditions of the city and then determine 
the revised coefficient according to the Rebised Coefficient Table (Table 3).

Add or minus the computed revised value to or from the value of the age 
composition of population, and the result is the required age composition otf 
population. 

For example, in dealing with a certain old city, we look into the "Old/Large 
Cities" column, and tf the known future birth coefficient is 1.1, we can make 
out a table as follows: 
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From Figure 1, we can s@e that the proportion of working population in our cities 
begine to rise from 1964, reaches che peak by 1989, and then begins to decline. 
The proportion of the O16 age group declines more rapidly every year until 1990 
when f(t gradually levela off. Ihe proportion of the old population fises every 
year. The change in the O=16 age group from 1956 to 1964 fairly closely corrtes= 
ponds with the actual saltuation. “he downward curve of the working age group 
seome 4 Little abnormal, and may be related to the transater of more than 20 
million people to the countryside during the “readjustment period.” To more 
Clearly indicate the changes in the age composition of future population, we 
iwive also prepared a preliminary projection showing the net increase and 
decrease of various age groups of the population. (Figure 2)

solve the employment problem of ever increasing workers. 


liereatter, in our cities, the number of children of elementary school age will 
generally tend to decline. There are now approximately 5.25 million elementary 
school students in the cities of our country. By 2000, the number will be reduced 
to /.1 million, and will be at ite Lowest at about 1986, when there will be 4.8 
million, a reduction of approximately 42 percent. There are now 9.69 million 
middle school students (provided all previous elementary school students have 
entered middle sachoola). There was some increase before 1980, but hereafter, 

the number will be reduced every year and at its Lowest by 1991 when there will 

be 4.75 million middle school students after a 50 percent reduction. This will 
have a direct bearing on untversity enrollment, the opening of senior middle 
achools, and intermediate vocational schools. From this, we can see the great 
importance of an accurate forecast on the quotas of middle and elementary schools, 
nurseries and kindergartens. 


In our cities, there are now 107 students of the elementary school age among 
every 1,000 residents. it will be reduced to the lowest level in 1956, when 


there will be only 60 such students for every 1,000 residents. In planning for 
the constructi ota of public elementary schools, it is proposed that there 
should be su!! t accommodation for 70-90 elementary school students for every 


1,000 residents in the immediate future; possibly it may be reduced to 70-80 in 
the distant tuture. 


The planned quota tor middle school students can fluctuate a very great deal. 
Ir. 1991, the number of middle school students will be only 49 percent of the 
imber by the end of 1975. At present, the peak number of middle school 
tudents will soon be over. The planned quota can be set at 80-100 students 
for every 1,000 residents in the immediate future, and 70-80 in the distant

The quota for middle and elementary achoola and nurseriea and kindergartens are 
all based on a birth coefficient of approximately 1.6. If the birth coefficient 
is lower, these quotas should be revised. lt should also be borne in mind that 
there are considerable differences among different cities, and their quotas may 
be very different from the national average. 


From Figure 2, we can see the marked rise of the proportion of our old age 
population. By 2000, the old age population will be approximately 238 percent 
that of 1975, an increase of 1.38 times, or an increase from the present 5.63 
million to 14.4 millfon. The riage may continue thereafter. At present, every 
LOO employed persons of the population have to support 14 old people. By 2000, 
the number will rise to 25. According to the birth coefficient of 1.6, and 
barring other factors, the old people of approximately one-fifth of all the 
families will have no chiidren to stay with them. How to provide for old people 
in the way of welfare measures or medical care its also a thorny problem in future 


town planning. 


Our country is still in the stage of habitual increase of population. To control 
the natural zrowth rate, it is necessary to further reduce the birth coefficient. 
If the rate of natural population growth can be lowered to 5 per thousand by 1985, 


every woman of child-bearing age will have an agerave of about 1.2 births. The 
index r ities mav have to be evern Lower. \ soon as the stage of habitual 
growth is over, there will de immediately a ray decline in population. If by 
IV uur natural population zrowt is to be reduced to a zero rate, then trom

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The large number of separated couples among the workers. According to a survey 
conducted in 1978 in Maanshan Municipality, approximately 16 percent of the couples 
were separated in different places, and huge amounts of time and money were spent 
on "visiting relatives." This has adversely affected the workers' daily Life as 
well as the rate of attendence in the enterprises. 


These problems should have attracted the attention of the departments concerned. 


ll. The ratio of workers of the commercial, food and service trades and the 
sclentitic, cultural and educational system is low in the composition of the 
working population. 


The distribution ot the working population in a city among various sectors of the 
mational economy can indicate whether production and Living conditions are rational, 
whether production, circulation and the service trade have been duly developed 

in depth and in breadth, and whether the manpower has been rationally utilized 

in the city. 


Because of the one-sided stress on "production before livelihood" in building 
cities in the past, there has been the lopsided view that the greater the 
industrial development, the more consistent will it be with the criterion of 

a productive city and the greater will be the success of the city-building. 

Under this ideological influence, the need for sufficient workers in the 
commercial, food, service, educational, scientific and cultural undertakings 

was tgnored in the distribution of manpower in Zhuzhou and Maanshan Municipalities. 


if we compare and analyze the number of workers engaged in various sectors of 

the national economy and the city population in Zhuzhou and Maanshan Municipalities, 
we will see that the speeds of increase in the number of industrial workers and 

the growth of the urban population are basically identical, while the number of 
workers engaged in the commercial, food and service trades has not increased at 

the same speed as that of industrial werkers ( in relation to the urban population). 
According to statistics conducted in 1978, the number of workers and staft 

members engaged in the first Line of the commercial system was less than 3 

percent of the total urban population of these two cities, al*hough, according 

to the standard recommended by the Yinistry of Commerce, the number of these 


workers should be > percent of the urban population. Furthermore, because of 

the higher purchasing power ot the cesidents in these cities,3 the inadequacy 

of commerctal service is even more «ceenly felt. Hereafter, we shoul«c readjust 

the proportion of commercial, food and service trade workers in the urban 

population according to the standard recommended by the Ministry of Commerce. 

\t the same time, this readjustment will play a great role in swelling the ranks 
| female werkers and reducing the imbalance between sexes in the urban popula- 

tion, because the ratio ot temale workers in the commercial sector is generally 


more than 60 percent. 


[The number of quality of worker yx. the scientific and educational front has a 
direct bearing on the cities’ production and living conditions. Generally 
gpeaking, the newly-built cities are behind the old cities in these respects, 


because they Lack ar id foundation to start with. According to a survey on 








Zhuzhou Munictpality conducted in 1977, there were 1l university students among 
every 10,000 people, and the number of industrial and communications technicians 
was only 4 percent of the total number of workers and staff members in the 
industrial-communications sector. In Changzhou Municipality, there were 14 
university students among every 10,000 people, and the number of technicians was 
5.2 percent of the total number of workers and staff members. Again, in comparing 
Maanshan Lron and Steel Company of Maanshan Municipality with Taiyuan [ron and 
Steel Company of Taiyuan, we can see that the number of engineers and technicians 
in the former is 3.4 percent of the total number of workers and staff members; that 
48.3 percent of its production techniques are below grade 2 with an average grading 
of 2.9; and that the educational level of 85 percent of its workers and statf 
members is below that of junior middle school (including more than 2,000 
illiterates). In the case of Taiyuan LIron and Steel Company, the proportion of 
engineers and technicians is 4.5 percent and 42 percent of its production 
techniques are below grade 2 with an average grading of 3.5. These discrepancies 
produced a very strong impact on the development of production in Zhuzhou and 
Maanshan Municipalities. Since, as the saying goes, "science and technology 

are productive forces," the key to the production of a new generation of better 
goods and to stronger competitive power at home and abroad lies in greater 
attention to the readjustment of the scientific and educational systems, the 
development of scientific research and education, the training of personnel by 
every possible means, the import of qualified personnel, and the rise in the 

ratio of scientific and educational workers.

2. Zhuzhou and Maanshan Municipalities are heavy industry cities newly-built 
during the first 5-vear plan. There was an influx of young workers along with the 
construction and metallurgy enterprises during the initial period of city- 
building, and these young workers form the main component ot the urban population. 
During the 1960's, these two cities entered their intermediate stuge of construc- 
tion. Since they were mainiy engaged in auxiliary construction projects tor the 
backbone industries and the development of the service trade, the influx of young 
workers continued. In Zhuzhou, for example, 90 percent of che newly increased 
popularion in 1949-1954 were from "mechanical growth." In 1955-1978, 57 percent 
of the population came trom the same source. 


3. In .979, workers' average annual wage, or the national average was about 
704 yuan. In the same vear, it was 749.9 in Maanshan. 
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
